Cases Drop 
In Alabama 


Juvenile delinquency is de- 
clining in Alabama while it 
has been rising steadily in the 
naton. 

Since 1949, only one year. 
1961, showed a drop compared 
with the previous year. Data 
for 1965 just released for the 
United States showed a 2 per 
cent rise compared with 1964 
and a 58 per cent rise bet- 
ween 1957 and 1965. 

In Alabama the report for 
1965 shows a 3.1 decline com- 
pared with 1964, This is the 
second consecutive year there 
has been a decline in delin- 
quency cases in Alabama's 
juvenile courts the drop in 
1964 being 7.9 per cent as 
against 1963.

SEGCO Pays County 
$1 Million Tax Bill 


Shelby County has received from Southern 
Electric Generating Co. (SEGCO) $1,115,261 


in payment of state and county ad valoren 


taxes on real and personal property for the 
annual tax period ended Sept. 30. 


This tex revenue to the county is the 
result of the company's investment in its 
million-kilowatt capacity Ernest C. Gaston 
Steam Plant near Wilsonville and its coal 
mine near Maylene --- SEGCO #2 --- with an 
annual capacity of 700,000 tons. 

In addition to taxes, SEGCO provides en- 
ployment for 380 persons with an annual 
payroll in excess of $2.6 million. 

A check for the $1,115,281 was delivered 
on 
Tax Collector Earl Standifer. 

The total tax bill paid by SEGCO in the 
state was $1,275,370. 

Alabama Power Co., SEGCO first cousin, 
meanwhile, paid $7,151,822.89 in real and 
personal property taxes to 63 Alabama coun- 
ties and 217 municipalities. 

M. S. McGehee, Power Company manager at 
Montevallo, delivered to Standifer a check 
for $75,132.48 in payment of the company's 
ere personal property taxes in Shelby

Final Contract 
On Airport

The Shelby County Board of Revenue at its recent 
meeting formalized a contract with Dick Miree Air- 


craft Sales, Inc., as fixed- 


base operator of the new 


Shelby County Airport, effective Jan. 1. 


Miree received a five-year 
contract, with option to renew 
for an additional five years at 
the same terms. 

Miree said his company 
plans to move to the new site 
from Bessemer about the mid- 
dle of January, and will be in 
full-scale operation shortly. 

For the first year of the 
contract, Miree will pay the 
county as rent one-half of one 
per cent on gross sales from 
all sources except aircraft 
sales; one cent per gallon on 
sales of gasoline; four cents 
per gallon on sales of oil, and 
$15 per month on all plane- 
ports that are sub-rented. 

After the first year, Miree 
is contracted to pay the coun- 


rite 


ty one per cent of total gross 
sales except aircraft sales; one 
and one-half cents per gallon 
of gas sold, and four cents 
per gallon of oil sold, plus $15 
per month on all planeports 
whether sub-rented or not. 

Miree is pledged to operate 
a complete airport service, in- 
cluding maintenance, radio re- 
pair shop and flying school, 
in addition to sales of planes 
and fuel and other supplies. 

It is hoped that the county 
will be able to prevail upon 
the state to provide an inter- 
change on Interstate 65 to 
make the airport location much 
more accessible in the near 
future.

Tips On Care Of Woodenware 


“Love Chef Salads” at your 
house? 

Maybe that’s your special- 
ty. You probably have a fav- 
orite salad bowl to serve it 
in. 

Take good care of that sal- 
ad bowl so it will last a long 
time. 

It’s an old chef’s tale that 
wooden bowls should be just 
wiped clean after use. Don’t 
believe it! 

Wooden ware can and should 
be washed in warm, sudsy 
water. But don’t soak it. Soak- 
ing causes swelling, cracking 
and warping. 

Proper washing causes no 
harm, In fact, unwashed wood- 
enware can be dangerous to 
health. Salad oils clinging to 
a bowl can turn rancid and 
even your meat cutting board 
can breed bacteria in the tiny 
cracks where meet fragments 
can collect. 

Dip hardwood salad bowls 
briefly in warm, sudsy water 
ind rense quickly. Wipe with 
a towel and leave in an airy 
place until completely dry. 
Never put woodenware away 
until it’s totally dry. 

Hardwood steak and fish 
planks can be cleaned with a 
stiff bristled brush. Lubricate 
the brush well with suds so 
it won’t scratch the surface. 

Chopping boards are usual- 
ly made of soft wood. The

Week of Tragedy: 
2 Suicides, 2 
Deaths by Fires

It was another week of tragedy for Shelby Coun-

The Beginning 
of Schools in 
Montevallo 


Facts from a history of 
Shelby County Schools, com- 
piled by a member of the 
Shelby County Teachers Assn., 
state that prior to 1847, it is 
doubtful that there had ever 
been a school in the town pro- 
per of Montevallo, 

Children in this part of the 
county went to the country 
schools, some of which were 
excellent. 

Those on the Elyton road 
are especially mentioned. They 
were attended by the Kings 


 Lewises and others who be- 


came prominent, and another 
school was located near Wil- 
son’s Branch where an emi- 
nently qualified professor 
named Lewis taught. 

About the year 1847, H. R. 
Lyman came from Connecticut 
and taught school in the Cem- 
etery School House. After- 
wards, probably in 1847, he 
continued teaching in the new 
Masonic Building which was 
erected on the bluff at the 
feot of Main Street, Alabama 
College. 

In he fall of 1851, this au- 
thority states, a private jn- 
atituion for the education of 
young men was established. 

Dr. W. H. Meredith is listed 
as the first teacher. Appar- 
ently the school was not suc- 
cessful, for by an act approv- 
ed Feb. 6, 1858, the Monte- 
vallo Male and Female Col- 
legiate Institute of the Union 
Synod of the Cumberland 
Presbyerian Church was in- 
corporated, 

Separate male and female 
departments were maintained, 
but because of the Civil War, 
the school was suspended. 

The following notice was 
written concerning the Monte- 
vallo Male and Female Col- 
legiate Institute: 

Faculty — Rev. W. H. Mer- 
edith, head of the Institute, 
moral science and belles — let- 

etres; Mrs. W. B. Meredith, 
classics and mathematics; 
Mrs. E. Bill Hubbard, mathe- 
matics and French, and Mrs, 
L. E. Armstrong, music de- 
partment. 

The scholastic year consist- 
ed of 10 months — quite a 
change from the schools that 
had previously lasted only 
three or four months. 

The rate of tuition, — for 
the entire term, was: Prepar- 
atory Department $20; Colle- 
giate Department, $40, French 
Language, $20; Music, Piano, 
Melodean or Organ, $50; In- 
cidental, $50. 

Later the original Male In- 
stitute, known as the Lyman 
Residence, was turned over to 
Rev. William Meredith, the 
synod having no further con- 
nection with it. 

It was re-established and 
conducted by Dr. Meredith and 
his wife for several years. 
The two institutions later con- 
solidated and were conducted 
by Mrs. Meredith after the 
death of her husband. 

In 1885, an option was se- 
cured on this and adjoining 
property and was offered to 
the state as a location for 
he projected Alabama Girls’ 
Industrial Institute. The of- 
fer was accepted and the old 
Montevallo Male Institute be- 
came a nucleus of that school. 
, Miss Julia S. Tutwiler, a 
I-oted scholar and educator, 
was appointed the first pre- 
sident, but she resigned be- 
fore much was accomplished. 

Capt. H. C. Reynolds was 
selected as president in the 
summer of 1896, and with the 
“energy and spirit charac- 
teristic of the man” opened 
the school the following Sept- 
ember with about 145 girls 
enrolled, 

During the next year, 1897, 
the west wing o* the building 
(present Main Dormitory) 
was erected and accommodat- 
ed about 100 girls. Most of 
the homes in Montevallo were 
opened to faculty and girls 
at a nominal board. 

An appropriation of $200, 
000 was made by the Legis- 
lature for enlargement of the 
building in 1899. Other build- 
ings were added. 

The above facts evidently 
mark the beginning of Ala- 
bama College. In 1925, Ala- 
bama College was admitted 
to the Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools of the 
Southern States, and in Janu- 
ary, 1929, it was admitted 
to membership in the Associa- 
tion of American Colleges. 

Today it stands among the 
leading colleges of the South 
and the possibility for its con- 
tinued growth has never been

The House, with 106 mem- 
bers, has but 19 committees 
while the Senate, with but 35 
members, has 31 committees.

Stubbs To Fight 
Legislative Raise 


Shelby County Rep. Tom 
Stubbs voted “no” when a 
joint resolution raising pay 
of legislators passed both 
houses by a voice vote. 

The measure was introduced 
in the Senate by W. G. McCar- 
ley, who represents this dis- 
trict. 

Stubbs said he does not 
approve of an incumbent of- 
fice holder giving himself a 
raise, and since he feels that 
the people he represents in 
Shelby County would not ap- 
prove of this action, he felt 
he should vote “no” on this 
issue. 

Stubbs said that if the mea- 
sure comes up again he will 
fight it strenuously. 


Truth of the matter 1s that 
it happened so fast that many 
of the legislators, especially 
the freshmen, hardly knew 
what had happened and ob- 
servers in the House chamber 
discovered as much as five 
minutes after the resoluton 
had passed that some of the 
lawmakers did not know they 
had just voted themselves a 
raise. 

Set Ritual 

The process of passing re- 
solutions and bills is compli- 
cated, but follows a set ritual. 
Only trouble is, it all goes so 
fast that those unaccustomed 
to the ritual sometimes lose 
the place. 

The entire incident is now 
being classified in three ways 
—_as an emphatic show of 
force by the new urban do- 
minminated Legislature that 
it was going to be boss; as 
a bit of political trickery engi- 
neered by the governor him- 
self to make him look good 
and the Legislature look bad 
and finally, as an honest move 
te bring Alabama legislative 
pay into line with other states 
and help them meet the in- 
creased costs of living in the 
capital city. 

Whatever the reason, there 
is a definite need for some 
adinstment of legislative nay. 
They now get $10 a day salary 
and $20 a day expenses. The 
oroposed $20 increase would 
have been on the expense 
side, 


If a legislator from South 


Alahama goes home every 
‘weekend, in an 18-week le- 
gislative session he’s going 
to make 17 of those trips at 
his own expense, since they 
are authorized but one round 
trip payment during a ses- 
sion, at 10 cents a mile. 
$10-$14 a Day 

Tf he lives in a hotel or mo- 
tel, his room is going to cost 
from $10 to $14 a day and 
meals and incidental expenses 
are going to eat up the other 
part of his expense money. 

Many of them point out 
though, that the money they 
receive while the legislature 
is in session is all the money 
they receive all year long and 
that there are numerous ex- 
penses connected with being 
a legislator — frequent trips 
to the capital, letters to be 
written, telephone calls to be 
made and other acts on behalf

ARMISTEAD SELDEN 


The majority of the news stories on the activities 
of the House of Representatives generally deal with 
action on the floor. Although the House floor is where 


legislation is debated and 


recorded votes are taken, 


most of the legislative work done by Congress takes 
place in the committees and subcommittees. 


While there are usually 
over 20,000 bills and resolu- 
tions introduced during the 
two-year life of a Congress, 
only a relatively few ever 
reach the floor for final con- 
sideration. The decision as to 
what legislation is considered 
by the full House therefore 
rests with the 20 standing 
committees and the House 
leadership. 


COMMITTEES IMPORTANT 


Since the committee system 
is so vital to the smooth oper- 
ation of our legislative pro- 
cess, an important committee 
assignment is of great value 
to a congressman, as well as 
to the state he represents. 

Committee chairmen, as 
well as chairmen of the sub- 
committee, hold important 
posts in both the House and 
the Senate, and it follows, of 
course, that the higher a 
member advances on a com- 
mittee, the more influence he 
exerts. 

Committee assignments are 
made by each party in the 
House through a_ so-called 
committee on committees. 

On the Democratic side, this 
committee is composed of the 
Democrats on the Ways and 
Means Committee who are 
elected by the Democratic 
Caucus. The members of the 
Republican committee on com- 
mittees are appointed by the 
Republican Caucus, 


4 NEW CHAIRMEN 


The House of Representa- 
tives during the 90th Congress 
will have four new committee 
chairmen — Education and 
Labor, Agriculture, Rules, and

Post Office and Civil Service. 


Two of the former chair- 
men were defeated in state 
primaries, one was defeated in 
the November general election, 
and, of course, one was strip- 
ped of his chairmanship by 
Democatic Caucus only two 
weeks ago. 


CHAIRMEN 


Alabama has several key 
committee assignments in the 
House. 


The dean of the delegation, 
Rep. George Andrews of Un- 
ion Springs is now the third- 
ranking Democat on the House 
Appropriations Committee and 
is chairman of its Legislative 
Appropriations Subcommittee. 
Since all spending bills must 
be considered by the Appro- 
priations Committee, this as- 
signment is a vital one for 
Alabama. 

Rep. Bob Jones of Scotts- 
boro is second-ranking Demo- 
crat on the Public Works Com- 
mittee and sixth-ranking on 
the Government Operations 
Committee. 

As you know, I am a mem- 
ber of the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee, where I rank 
fifth, I am chairman of the 
Subcommittee on Inter-Amer- 
ican Affairs and a member of 
two other subcommittees, The 
Foreign Affairs Committee 
considers legislation dealing 
with our foreign policy, and 
the Inter-American Affairs 
Subcommittee handles meas- 
ures affecting the Latin Amer- 
ican area. 


OTHER ASSIGNMENTS 


The two new Democratic 
members from Alabama are 
also receiving important com- 
mittee assignments.

Use of ZIP Code will now 
make it easier to mail pack- 
ages Postmaster R. J. Ozley 
said today. 

New rates and a new sys- 
tem for identifying parcel 
post zones went into effect 
Jan. 15, 

The rate increases will aver- 
age about 10 cents a parcel, 
Ozley said, Starting July 1,

The size 
and weight increases will be 
in five annual steps, the last 
coming on July 1, 1971. 

The use of ZIP Code in the 
recipient's address will ena- 
ble the sender or a mail clerk 
to quickly determine the pro- 
per zone and thus the rate 
for the package. The zones 
will be based on the distance 
a parcel travels between the

U.S. Budget Lists $23 Million 


For Coosa-Alabama Projects

his record-breaking budget for 
fiscal 1968 which proposes 
spending $135 billion. 

The anticipated deficit as a 
result of this new budget is 
$8.1 billion, Despite numerous

The defense portion of the 
1968 budget proposes none of 
the weapons systems that have 
been recommended by the mil- 
itary services, with one possi- 
ble exception. That one excep- 
tion is the Nike-X anti-missile 
missile—a set of rockets and 
radar systems designed to in- 
tercept an enemy missile at- 
tack.

though Secretary McNamara 
has recommended against it. 

Only after our intelligence 
sources had determined that 
Russia was in the process of 
building a defense against 
missiles did the Administra- 
tion indicate that it would 
proceed with this project. 

And, even then, the Presi- 
dent has stated that produc- 
tion of the system will depend 
upon the Administration’s ef- 
forts to reach an agreement 
with the Soviet Union against 
building such a system by 
either nation. 


In any event, this is an is- 
sue you may hear a good deal 
more about during the present 
session of Congress. 

Among the items in the 
new budget are several that 
will make possible the orderly 
development of Alabama’s 

, great system of waterways. 

Funds requested for the 
Army’s Corps of Engineers 
publie works projects in Ala- 
bama total almost $33 million. 

Of this amount, the lion’s 
share is earmarked for the 
Warrior-Tombigbee Waterway 
and the Coosa-Alabama sys- 
tem, both of which are of the 
utmost importance to our own 
Fifth District. The Warrior- 
Tombigbee runs through the 
western part of the district, 
while the Coosa constitutes 
part of the district’s eastern 
boundary. 

The 1968 budget contains 
$3,033,000 for the Holt Lock 
and Dam near Tuscaloosa, and 
these funds largely represent 
the amount that will complete 
the Holt structure early next 
year. 

Also included in the 1968 
budget are funds to continue 
the rehabilitation work on the 
John Hollis Bankhead Lock 
and Dam.

Motion Filed 


As Judge Walden proceeded 
to convene a preliminary hear- 
ing for David McCarter, his 
defense attorneys filed a mot- 
ion demanding sanity tests. 

In support of the | motion, 
Birmingham attorneys Drew 
Redden and Walter Mims in- 
troduced testimony that Mc- 
Carter “was diagnosed as havy- 
ing a paranoid personality” by 
U. S. Navy doctons 25 months 
before the slayings of which 
he stands accused. 

The defendant’s previous re- 
cord of sex offenses had been 
known, but this was the first 
evidence of a mental disorder. 


Seven Days 


Mims, on examination by 
Redden, said the Navy veter- 
an was held and treated at 
the psychiatrics ward at Camp 
Pendleton, Calif., for seven 
days in November of 1964, 

A preliminary diagnosis in- 
dicated “anxiety reaction, a- 
cute,” Mims testified. But he 
said this was later changed to 
“paranoid, acute. 

On a motion by Redden, 
Judge Walden continued the 
hearing and granted the mo- 
tion. 

McCarter, neatly dressed 
but sorely in need of a hair- 
cut, sat emotionless during 
the brief and orderly proceed- 
ings. 

“Not Aware” 


Mims testified he was of 
the opinion McCarter was not 
aware of “the seriousness of 
the charge against him.” 

“I have found him willing 
to communicate in certain 
areas,” Mims said, “but it is 
almost impossible to communi- 
cate with him about the cases 
with which he is charged.” 

Mims said McCarter was in 
a “state of shock” when he en- 
tered the case, and “‘now gives

CAPITOL COMMENT 


Lurleen Continues 
Impressive Ways 


By DON WASSON 

MONTOMERY — Lurleen B. Wallace continues to 
impress everyone who sees her in action. 

The new Alabama governor has a pleasant, out- 
going demeanor which wins people over easily and 
her friendliness and genuine warmth would disarm 
even the most dedicated politician. 


Thus far in her administra- 
tion, there hasn’t been much 
cause for concern, since her 
visitors have been people who 
want something, or who sim- 
ply want to wish her godspeed 
on the four years which lie 
ahead. 

Special Session 

And immediately ahead is 
that special session of the 
Legislature which proved, in 
its opening session, that it 
wasn't afraid to move against 
the Wallace popularity. 

The Senate came within 
but two votes of overriding a 
George Wallace veto, 

And word is that they’re 
coming back again on that is- 
sue — the pay increase — 
and that the Wallaces are con- 
cerned enough about it to 
make a pay raise bill issue 
a part of Gov. Lurleen’s call 
for special session. 

The principal issue of the 
special session will be the 
road bond question. The in- 
tensity of feeling over the 
division of gasoline tax reven- 
ues, and what road projects 
are going to be built with this 
huge outlay, is such that the 
executive office is going to 
need both governors to soothe 
the troubled waters. 

BLOOD IN ITS EYE 

As a matter of fact, the new 
House has blood in its eye, re- 
senting the veto enough to be 
considering a vote to adjourn 
on the first day of the special 
session. It won’t succeed, but 
the disgruntled House mem- 
bers might well try. 

To overcome the resentment 
of the legislature, Gov, Wall- 
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ace just might come up with a 
compromise pay increase plan 
of her own and include it in 
the call. 

But looking beyond the 
special session, there are some 
major changes due in Alabama 
possibly even a Constitutional 
Convention to rewrite the 1901 


| organic law which is heavily 


weighted with amendements 
and which, by the very nature 
of its weight, is costly to ad- 
nimister. 

Upcoming too is a very 
close study of the state’s ad 
valorem tax structure which 
is under attack by 18 utility 
firms ina Montgomery suit 
and by some. 75 private pro- 
perty owners in Dale County, 
who are attacking property 
assessments there as_ unfair 
and unequal. 

Tax equalization is fraught 
with problems, one of the pri- 
nicipal ones being the fact 
that tax assessors are elected 
officials and you don’t get re- 
elected by raising tax assess- 
ments, 

In the face of the state’s 
crying need for more funds, 
and the fact that ad valorem 
taxes are the counties’ princi- 
pal source of income, coupled 
with the new urban-oriented 
assult on distribution of state 
revenues, it would not be s:-r- 
prising to see a statewide mo- 
ve for equalization. 

The legislature is already at 
work on the problems, throu- 
gh the work of an_ interim 
study committee. That study 
could cost the counties $10-$12 
million a year. 

Add to those knotty issues 
the continuing one of supply- 

ore funds vor 
the educational system, con- 
tinuation of a prison reform 
program well underway but 
still needing large financing, 
a pitiful need in the area of 
mental health, plus countless 
smaller woes, and the new 
governor is going to need the 
patience of a saint.

Birmingham — Challeng - 
ing opportunities for scien- 
tific research study and work 
at the University of Alabama 
Medical Center in Birming- 
ham are available to selected 
high school seniors and col- 
lege freshmen, sophomores 
and juniors, through the Cent- 
er’s 1967 Summer Student As- 
sistant Program, 

The purpose of the program 
is not merely to provide sum- 
mer jobs, but also provides 
students interested in science 
with opportunities to develop 
and evaluate their aptitude 
and talents and to gain ex- 
perience in scientific work. 

Each assistant in the pro- 
gram pursues his research and 
study under the supervision 
and guidance of a Medical 
Center faculty member, and 
every effort is made to as- 
sign a student to an area in 
which he or she has particu- 
lar interest, such as bioche- 
mistry, pediatrics, dentistry, 
etc.

Before Congress 


By ARMISTEAD SELDEN

On Tuesday of last week the 
President, in a special mes: 
sége to Congress, recommend- 
ed legislation to remove ali 
inequities in the treatment of 
veterans of the Vietnam con- 
flict and to expand veterans 
benefits in a variety of cate- 
gories. 

In the past Congress haz 
usually responded to the needs 
of our fighting men who have 
served in periods of armed 
conflict. A so-called GI Bil) 
of Rights was enacted for vet- 
erans of World War II and the 
Korean War, and last year a 
“cold war” GI Bill was passed 
to apply to all veterans who 
have served in the military 
services since Jan. 31, 1955. 


Series of Laws 


As a matter of fact, within 
the last two years Congress 
has enacted a series of laws 
to honor our commitment to 
Americans now serving or re- 
cently separated from the arm- 
ed forces, 

These include two military 
pay raises, the “cold war” GI 
Bill, an increase in hostile 
fire pay, a comprehensive 
“military medicare” program, 
a iife insurance program, and

In presenting the side of 
county government, Judge 
Winston Stewart, executive

ous counties of Jefferson, 
Montgomery, Mobile., Madison,

SURPRISE 


This came as a surprise to 
the senators present from 
those counties, who are pretty 
well sold on .the idea that 
the state’s cities and towns 
do need a specific allotment 
from gas tax revenues. 


The cities are demanding a! 


two-cent per gallon allotment 
of funds and John Watfcins, 
evecutive director of the Lea- 
gue of municipalities, said 
that the cities are tired of go- 
ing to county governing bod- 
ies “with hats in hand” for 
whatever funds they could 
get. He said this does not al- 
low city governing bodies the 
opportunity to budget proper- 
ly nor to plant any long-range 
road programs. 

The preliminary skirmishes 
last week indicated that lead- 
ers in the Senate who will lead 
the cities fight are Sens. 
Hugh Morrow III and George 
Lewis Bailes of Jefferson and 
possibly Sen. Bill McDer- 
mott of Mobile. They might 


increase jin disability bene- 
fits. 

Now, however, the “cold 
war” in Southeast Asia has 
turned into a “hot war,” and 
it has become evident that 
those veterans of the Viet- 
nem war should receive bene- 
fits comparable to those 
granted to their comrades of 
World War 11 an Korea. 

Action of Congress in re- 
cent years has equalized many 
of these benefits, but, be- 
cause of certain gaps in the 


laws, today’s veteran and his 
family are ineligible for a 
number of benefits other war 
veterans receive. 

In recommending new leg- 
islation, the presidential mes- 
sage pointed out that it is a 
matter of simple fairness that 
the veteran of the Mekong 
Delta be placed on a par with 
the veteran of Pork Chop 
Hill and Iwo Jima. 

Therefore, the President re- 
commened legislation to ex- 
tend to veterans who have 
served on or after Aug 5, 
1964, the following benefits: 

Disability compensation at 
full wartime rates, disability 
pensions for veterans and 
death pensions for widows and 
children, special medical care 
benefits ,and the allowance of 
$1,600 toward the purchase of 
an automobile for veterans 
with special disabilities. 


Educational Benefits 


In addition to the benefits 
recommended exclusively for 
veterans of the Vietnam con- 
flict, the administration also 
asked for increased educa- 
tional assistance under the GI 
Bill. 

Pointing out that the vet- 
eran going to school is usually 
| older and has heavier respon- 
sibilities, the President urged 
that increase financial «ssist- 
ance be approved for a veter- 
}an in college. 
| In addition, the presidential 
| message asked Congress to 
approve a new program aimed 
at those veterats who have 
|not completed mgh schou. 

At present, such a veteran 
may use his GI Bill benefits 
to complete his secondary 
schooling, but for each month 
he attends high schol, “he 
veteran loses a month of col- 
lege eligéability.

Poison Control 
Averts Tragedy 
Among Children 


CHICAGO (UPI) — a child 
chews at the paint on his crib 
or pulls a peeling strip of paint 
from a shabby wall and puts it 
in his mouth. 

If the paint had a lead base, 
that child can be a victim of 
lead poisoning, which if not 
quickly detected can kill or 
cause permanent brain damage. 

Six children died and 17 suf- 
fered permanent brain damage 
in 1965 in cases reported at 
Cook County hospital alone. 

In 1966, the figure fell to 
three deaths and three brain 
damage cases, thanks to the 
opening in May of a poison de- 
tection center at Cook County's 
Hektoen Institute for Medical 
Research. 

Dozens of types of poisons 
were detected by toxicologists 
using an atomic absorption 
spectrophotometer. The meas- 
uring device can spot the faint- 
est traces of certain metallic 
poisons, undiscoverable in other 
tests. 

The most dramatic results 
were shown in lead poisoning 
cases, with more than 5,000 
tests for lead poisoning run. 

More than 600 cases of lead 
poisoning were discovered—and 
treated—in children tested last 
summer. 

Alvin Dubin, director of the 
biochemistry department at 
Hektoen and the hospital, said 
lead was first among metal poi- 
sonings. with iron second and 
copper third. Aspirin leads drug 
poisonings, followed by barbi- 
turates and alcohol. 

“Some people simply forget 
how much medication they 
have taken,” Dubin said, while 
others take drugs with suicidal 
intentions. . 

Adults as well as children 
drink such substances as floor 
wax and kerosene, and one 
young man ate quantities of an 
asthma medication after being 
told it was LSD. The spectro- 
photometer detected them all, 
and the patients were treated 
and survived, Dubin said. 

“The solution to poisoning 
still is prevention, but when 
poisoning does occur, the first 
thing to do is to call the phy- 
sician and the second to take 
the victim to the nearest hos- 
pital,” Dubin said. 

“Many people do much dam- 
age by trying to give their own 
emergency treatment. People 
should understand that medical 
attention is needed immediate- 
Ww"

We might refer to him as 
the Commander-in-chief of 
the Continental Army, or the 
farmer, the citizen, business 
man, engineer, leader of men, 
promoter of civilization, a 
philanthropist, builder of the 
nation, husband, home-maker, 
and last but by no means 
least—a Christian gentleman. 

Programs honoring his 
memory are being planned in 
the schools in the county and 
we shall not take up any more 


space here in reference to the 
occasion other than to join 
the liberty loving masses in 
cherishing the memory of the 
illustrious George Washing- 
ton whose life taught a lesson 
in patriotism which is without 
a parallel, 


Earl Standifer 
Explains Tax Law 


While circulating “Under 
the Courthouse Dome” this 
morning and talking with of- 
ficials, I found Earl Standifer 
Tax Collector, trying to warn 
delinquent tax payers that ac- 
cording to the law now in ef- 
fect, all taxes should be paid 
before March 1, 1967 in order 
to escape further penalty and 
court costs. He stated as fol- 
lows: 

“On March 1, 1967, accord- 
ing to the law, the tax collec- 
tor must file in the probate 
judge’s office, a list of delin- 
quent tax payers; they will 
then receive a notice from 
the probate judge’s office to 
appear in court.” Mr. Standi- 
fer further stated that if any- 
one who owed tax and had not 
received a delinquent notice, 
and would inform him of this 
fact, that he would be glad to 
give him or her the amount 
now due in his office. 

In order to avoid any pen- 
alty, taxes must be paid in 
the tax collector’s office be- 
fore Jan. 1 each year. There 
are approximately 800 proper- 
ty owners listed in this office 
who have not paid the tax for 
1966.

Need New Farm Income? — 
Consider Hog Business 


By W. JOEL THOMPSON 
Extension Farm Agent 


The hog business is grow- 
ing in Shelby County. 

Gross income from hogs 
could be doubled in the coun- 
try in a very short time if all 
hog farmers were as efficient 
as R. M. Byrd of Rt. 1, Mon- 
tevallo. 

Byrd and his son, Malcom, 
have done an excellent job 
with hogs on their farm, They 
made good plans, followed 
them to the letter, an now 
have one of the best, most 
practical and economical hog 
units in the county. 


INCREASE INCOME 


In trying to increase their 
gross income, as all farmers 
are trying to do, the Byrds 
studied the alternatives. They 
chose hogs after eliminating 
the expansion of beef cattle 
for lack of land and the ex- 
pansion of breeder hens for 
lack of an expanded market. 

Before the Byrds set up 
their hog program they visit- 
ed several veteran producers 
to study the hog enterprise 
and avoided as many mistakes 
as possible in setting up their 
program. 

The Byrds converted two 
old poultry houses into a 25- 
stall farrowing house and a 
finishing house for 400 top 
hogs. Byrd and his son did 
most of the remodeling job 
themselves. 

Malcom, un engineer, de- 
signed the changes, They dug 
a lagoon for manure disposal. 
It was dug twice the size of 
the area in the finishing lot 
and the farrowing house, and 
the water will be maintained 
at a depth of 3 to 5 feet.

W. J. Boles, writing in The 
Birmingham News some 
years ago, had this to say 
regarding Rufus W. Cobb, 
former Governor of Alabama, 

“Alabama was just emerg- 
ing from the dark days of 
the Reconstruction period fol- 
lowing the War Between the 
States when Rufus Wills Cobb 
took office as governor of the 
state. 

He was born at Ashville, St. 
Clair County, Feb. 25, 1829, 
attended school’ at Ashville 
and was admitte to the bar 
at that place in 1855. 

“After two years’ practice 
at Ashville, moved to Shelby 
County, where he formed a 
law partnership with B. B. 
Lewis, which continued until 
the later’s election to the 
presidency of the University 
of Alabama, 

“Enlisting in the Confeder- 


ate Army, he was commission- | 


ed captain of Company C, 
Tenth Infantry, Forney’s Bri- 
gade, was sent to Virginia, 
and in 1863 was assigned to 
Gen. Joe Wheelers Calvary in 
Tennessee, where he was 
placed in charge of scouting. 

“After the war he practic- 
ed law at Marion until 1868, 
when he moved to Columbi- 
ana, remaining there until 
1873, when he located at Hel- 
ena. He was elected to the 
State Senate from Shelby and 
Bibb Counties in 1827 and 
from Shelby and Jefferson 
Counties in 1876. 

“During the Houston ad- 
ministration, he and Peter 
Hamilton of Mobile adjusted 
the state’s debts under au- 
thority of a commission given 
them by the Legislature. 

“He was elected by the De- 
mocratic Party as governor 
in 1878 and re-elected in 1880. 

“While practicing law he 
interested himself in agricult- 
ure and industry, conducted a 


‘cotton plantation, was presi- 


dent of the Central Iron 
Works, Helena, 1873-91, and 
developed the Delmar ore 
mines in North Alabama, 

“He was a Baptist and 
member of all branches of 
the York and Scottish Rite 
Masons and during his first 
term as governor also was 
grand master of the Grand 
Lodge of Masons of Alabama, 
a distinction attained by no 
other man in the history of 
the state. 

“He as twice married, first 
to Margaret McClung of 
Knoxville, Tenn., and second 
to Frances Fell. Of these 
marriages three sons and one 
daughter were born.” 

There you have an historic 
sketch of an Alabama govern- 
or with a Shelby County 
back ground.

MONTGOMERY—It appears that the new Legis- 
lature is going to face the greatest onslaught of fund 
requests and major legislation in Alabama history as 
highways, schools, parks and hospitals are lining up 
demands for more and more state support. 


The upcoming special ses- 
sion, which will convene next 
week, is going to be concern- 
ed primarily with a bond is- 
sue of $150 million or more, 
which, when issued, will put

Million Years in Making 
That's New Area Industry

The new “industrial devel- 
opment” of Shelby County is 
based on a foundation laid not 
years but eons — unknown 
millions of years—ago. 

This fact was brought home 
last week more vividly than 
ever before. 

As I stood on one of eastern 
Shelby County’s highest, most 
rugged mountains I watched 
a huge machine crushing 
sandstones lasted from the

BACK TO SAND 

The stone, laid down ages 
ago as the beaches of a pre- 
historic sea, and hardened 
into rock, was becoming sand 
again, 

Water, pumped from a new 
lake deep in the valley below, 
washed the sand to gleaming 
brightness. Screens sorted it 
for size and a rotating gas- 
heated drum dried it quickly. 

This operation is that of 
one of the county’s newest in- 
dustries, Shelby Silica Sands, 
Inc. 

The product, a special sand 
for foundries and glass-mak- 
ing, can be sold faster than 
it can be produced by the 
growing company under man- 
agement of President Bill 
O’Barr. 


UNIQUE 

This plant is unique in Ala- 
bama in that it uses only nat- 
ural gas for stationery power 
—even the pump at the lake— 
and for generating electrical 
power for lights and controls. 

It is hoped that when 
O’Barr’s plant is fully opera- 
tive, glass-makers may move 
factories to our county to uti- 
lize this reconstituted beach 
sand, At full capacity, 400 
tons per day will be produced 
by about 25 employees.

local and state laws, must be 
amazed by the President's 
sudden concern for local law 
enforcement, 

Certainly members of Con- 
gress remember that just a 
few months ago President 
Johnson vetoed a_ critically 
needed crime bill for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

Although he stated that 
certain portions of the D.C. 
crime bill raised constitution- 
al questions, this legislation 
had been enacted only after 
months of study by both the 
House and Senate. Perhaps 
the most important parts of 
that particular bill were pre- 
piously modifying several rul- 
ings of the Supreme Court 
which had resulted in the re- 
lease on minor technicalities 
of admitted criminals. 


WHAT ACTION? 


Crime is a national prob- 
lem and, needless to say, is 
the concern of all Americans. 
The fact that there are streets 
in our nation on which citi- 
zens of the United States are 
afraid to walk is a national 
disgrace. Yet, federal finan- 
cia] and technical assistance 
to state and local police of- 
ficials may not solve the pro- 
blem. 

Perhaps even more import- 
ant would be, first, vocal sup- 
port by officials of the fed- 
eral government, from the 
President on down, for local 
and state law enforcement 
officers who are attempting 
in good faith to uphold the 
laws presently on the statute 
books and, second, modifica- 
tion of court decisions that 
make it impossible in some 
cases for admitted violators 
of the law to be convicted and 
punished.

Also heard were spokesmen 
for the Alabama League of 
Municipalities and the Asso- 
ciation of County Commis-

The League wants $13 mil- 
lion appropriated annually to 
the cities of the states, while 
the Association wants to re- 
tain control of the allotments 
the counties now get. 

Their distribution formula 
would assure each county of 
at least $666,000, and would 
give a larger share to the 
larger counties, The formula 
includes population and street 
mileage factors. 

The Alabama Petroleum 
Council testified that a one- 
cent increase in the gas tax 
would make Alabama one of 
the two highest states in this 
regard, Alaska also has an 8 
cent per gallon gasoline tax. 

The Wallace administration 
plan would increase the auto- 
mobile tag by only $3 and 
would use part of the revenue 
to finance the bond issue and 
give the balance to the cities 
on.a matching basis. The plan 
would also take one of the 
four cents the counties now 
get on each gallon—the one 
which supports the farm-to- 
market road program, and 
turn it over to the Highway 
Department to help finance 
the bonds. 

The plan avoids a gasoline 
tax increase and holds the 
tag increase to a bare min- 
imum. But many legislators 
are saying that this plan 
would not provide sound fi- 
nancing for the bond issue. 
They feel that the adminis- 
tration is placing political 
considerations ahead of the 
real need—at least a $10 tag 
increase and possibly a one- 
cent per gallon tax increase 
as well,

First Courthouse 


We are indebted to Mrs. 


Bessie Seale of Shelby for|_ 


sending us an old copy of The 
Birmingham News which car- 
ried a picture of Shelby Coun- 
ty’s first courthouse and the 
following information written 
by W. J. Boles. 

“A county courthouse com- 
plete with benches and costing 
only $53! 

What would present-day ar- 
chitects, contractors and coun- 
ty commissioners think of a 
proposition to put up a court- 
honse at a vost cf only $53? 

“Yet that is what records 
of Shelby County show rcla- 
tive to the first courthouse 
built in that county. 

“Thomas Amis Rogers was 
the builder and, so far as rec- 
ords tell, the building was sat- 
isfactory and answered the 
purposes of the county for 


years. 
“Rogers was born at Rog- 
ersville, Tenn., March 18, 


1972, of Huguenot parents who 
came to the United States 
from Ireland, first located in 
North Carolina, then moved 
to Tennessee and from that 
state to Shelby County. 

“According to the county 
records, Rogers was given the 
contract Jan, 4, 1820, to build 
the courthouse, which is de- 
scribed as 24 feet long, 20 
feet wide, eight feet to the 
eaves, clapboard roof lined and 
chinked, benches, doors with 
shutters, and to be finished 
by the next session of the 
County Court. 

“In 1818 Rogers, Alexander 
McLaughlin and John Cun- 
ningram were appointed su- 
perintendents for county rep- 
resentatives. He was licensed 
in Shelby County to practice 
law in 1819; the same year 
was a member of the state 
constitutional convention, se¢ec- 
retary of the State Senate 
and 1819-21 secretary of state. 

“March 26, 1816, he and 
Matilda Nall were married.” 

The courthouse referred to 
above in the age-old picture 
looks as if it was constructed 
of logs fastened together with 
plaster or some kind of ma- 
terial. The article does not 
say where it was located, 
Does anyone have this infor- 
mation?

Then came the clincher. 
In the absence of a swift sol- 
ution, the doctors “will have 
no alternative but to place 
future cases in other hospi- 
tals.” 

This could, in effect, close- 
down the hospital. 

It was understood that at 
| least one doctor started re- 
| moving patients from Shelby 
Memorial Tuesday night. 

Following the doctors’ re- 
port, the hospital board re~ 
|cessed and sent its executive 
committe into a closed-door 
session with a committee from 
the medical staff. The press 
|made no effort to interfere 
with this maneuver, since it

tion of the impasse.

The company will manufac- 
ture high-quality molded rub- 
ber products, primarily to 
supply the vast demand for 
these products by the area’s 
cast iron pipe manufacturers. 


It was pointed out that 75 
per cent of America’s cast 
iron pipe output is produced 
within 75 miles of Birming- 
ham. But the nearest approved 
sources for molded rubber fit- 
tings are from 700 to 1,000 
miles away. 

In addition to pipe company 
requirements, general indus- 
try in the Southeast requires 
molded rubber items in excess 
of $12 million annually. A 
complete line of industrial 
molded rubber goods to ac- 
commodate this market will 
also be produced in the Shel- 
by County plant.

Recommendations of the 
house committee were adopt- 
ed by the board, including the 
following pay scale: 

Registered nurses: from a@ 
beginning $440 a month to 
$500 after five years, plus

Trained Licensed Practical 
Nurses (with high school di- 
plomas plus LPN training): 
From beginning $310 monthly 
to $375 after five years, plus 
same shift differential. 

Untrained LPNs: From be- 
ginning $275 to $340 after 
five years; same shift difier- 
ential. 

Maids and orderlies: From 
beginning $175 to $250 after 
five years. 

It was pointed out that this 
policy includes meals while 
on duty and laundry of uni- 
forms. 

The established pay scale is 
retroactive to Feb, 1. 

The board also voted unani- 
mously to refuse to negotiate 
working conditions with at- 
torneys and other officials of 
the Alabama State Nurses 
Assn., which by telegram had 
requested permission tw re- 
present the nurses as “bar- 
gaining agent.”

A complete solution of the 
unsettled conditions besetting 
the nursing staff at Shelby 
Memorial Hospital may be 
expected within a very short 
time. 

The situation developed on 
Feb, 28 when 21 of the in- 
stitution’s registered nurses 
resigned their positions. A 
number of the nurses aides 
also left, 

However, the hospital re- 
mained fully staffed, with the 
remaining graduate nurses 
joined daily by an adequate 
number of nurses loaned by 
Birmingham hospitals. 

The greatest handicap we 
have faced in this matter has 
been the fact that at mo 
time has this group of nurses 
formerly employed here come 
to us with any complaints that 
could have led to their re- 
signations. 

We were approached by the 
Alabama State Nurses Assn. 
with the request that its re- 
presentatives meet with us as 
bargaining agents for the 
nurses, We considered nurses 
same as doctors. Profesional 
people do not require bargain- 
ing agents. 

And I might add that our 
medical staff, as well as all 
our other employees, have re- 
mained actively at work, some 
carrying through two shifts 
each day. 

On Feb. 1, when all hos- 
pitals came under the mini- 
mum wage law, we met all 
requirements for our non- 
professional employees. At 
the same time, we increased 
the salaries of those at high-

This unusual delay, added 
to a very unusual shortage 
of baby fish, will probably 
mean these few ponds will not 
get bream until October. 


That means a one-year de- 
lay in fishing. 

It also means that these 
ponds will have to be drained 
down very low just before 
stocking time and treated 
with rotonone, 

One pond, the Fowler’s on| | 
Valleydale Road, was found 
to have wild fish from last 
summer, and will have to 
have the above treatment. 

If you build a fish pond 
this year, make certain you 
request fish from the Alaba- 
ma Department EARLY. The 
Soil Conservation Service ¥ 
does not have fingerlings to 
supply.

We are atop a mountain 
pass between Vandiver and 
Dunnavant on scenic Alabama

EASTER 
March 26 


Imbued with a tinge of the 
early Easter Spirit, we have 
been searching for some ar- 
ticles pertinent to this glori- 
ous event. 


One of our journalist friends 
reminds us that Easter-tide 
brings to mind the fact that 
“we can no longer speak of a 
bourne from which no travel- 
er e’er returns.” 


However, until the Ressur- 
rection of Christ, for many 
centuries in one long unbroken 
column, the race of man had 
marched into the shadows. 


Of all the millions of men 
who had descended into the 
Valley of Shadows, not one 
had ever returned. There was 
not an empty grave in all the 
earth. No human heart be- 
lieved—no voice declared that 
there was the possibility of a 
victor stronger than man’s 
great enemy—DEATH. 


Therefore, it was a wonder- 
ful message of hope, that the 
Apostle communicated, when 
unto the race of man he lifted 
up his voice and proclaimed:

And lawyers all over the 
state, particularily those in 
the State Legislature, are in- 
terested in some radical judi- 
cial and court reforms. 

So it looks like an interest- 
ing four years, and Alabama 
should be a better state in 
a lot of ways if the needed 
legislation can be passed.

WOULD-BE POULTRY QUEEN’S A GOOD EGG... 


Lynda Represents 
$6 Million Industry 


By BILL MYRICK 


When Calera’s Lynda Cobb goes to Birmingham 
on April 28 to represent the 13-county District I in 
the Alabama Poultry Queen contest finals, she will 
be representing an industry which grosses more than 
$6 million a year in Shelby County alone. 

This is almost as much in- 
come as from all other agri- 
cultural enterprises com)in- 
ed, according to Joel Thomp- 
son, extension farm agent. 

BROILERS 

This income is from 43 
broiler producers who annual- 
ly grow-out 2,700,000 broil- 
ers that are eaten from your 
table and mine every week. 
Sixty-seven farmers grow 
260,000 hens per year. Each 
hen will lay about 24 dozen 
eggs per year, Thompson said. 

The largest single phase 
of the poultry industry in the 
county is the breeder hen 
program. There are 74 farm- 
ers producing hatching eggs 
from 325,000 hens, with the 

~~ gross value of the eggs at 
’ $2,245,000. 

The newest phase of the in- 
dustry is the turkey industry. 
Five farmers grew 100,000 
turkeys in 1966. Ten other 
farmers grew 26,000 breeder 
turkey hens in 18 houses dur- 
ing the year. These products 
were valued at $800,000 

ON INCREASE 

All phases of the poultry 
industry will continue to in- 
crease in the county during 
the next few years when ex- 
panded with good manage- 
ment, Thompson said, “The 
enterprise fits well on most 
all of the farms in our coun- 
ty where there is a surplus 
of family labor and when 
adequate finances are avail- 
able,” he continued.

The registered nurses at Shelby Memorial Hos- 
pital — away from their jobs since March 1 in a dis- 
pute with the Hospital Board and former administra- 
tor Herman Herold — have agreed to return to their 


jobs. 

The nurses will return with 
full seniority, and at the in- 
creased pay scale as an- 
nounced by the board last 
month. 

The agreement was reached 
late Tuesday night in a meet- 
ing with Acting Administrator 
Gray Jones and several dedi- 
cated citizens who walked the 
extra mile in search of a sol- 
ution to the terrible problems 
that had threatened to destroy 
the hospital. 


STEERED CLEAR 


Jones, hospital comptroller 
since last July, had managed 
to steer clear of the overlap- 
ping controversies and tur- 
moil that have shaken the 
hospital to its very founda- 
tion in past weeks. 

He'll need full measure of 
the same tact and stamina in 
the days that lie ahead, if he 
is to restore the hospital to 
the high status that it enjoyed 
before politics, jealousy, self- 
ishness and downright irres- 
ponsibility in many quarters 
exploded like a volcano sev- 
eral weeks ago. 

But at last it can be writ- 
ten—There is HOPE, HOPE, 
HOPE. 

The Hospital Board ap- 
pointed Jones acting adminis- 
trator “with full authority and 
the board’s backing.” Friday 
night after the forced resign- 
ation of Herold.

The Farmers Home Admn- 
istration now is better equip- 
ped to handle the housing 
credit needs of low and mod- 
erate income Shelby County 
families as a result of recent 
legislation, 


Sam Pierce, FHA super- 
visor for Shelby County, said 
mortgage credit now is avail- 
able in rural areas and adds 
this program provides bene- 
fits throughout the entire ru- 
ral-based small town economy. 
Contractors, small business- 
men supplying contractors, 
and building trades workers 
all benefit through increased 
business, 


During the past year, 61 
applications were received and 
23 loans were made in Shelby 
County for the construction 
of new dwelling, and the re- 
pair of existing dwellings. 


New legislation now makes 
it possible for rural families 
to buy newly constructed 
buildings.

CAPITOL 
COMMENT

Montgomery — Ex-Govern- 
or George C, Wallace went 
to the whi plast week to get 
a bond issue moving through 
the House of Representati- 
tives and may have to resort 
to the same tatic next week 
in the Senate. 


It appeared last Wednesday 
that the $160 million highway 
financing plan, principal rea- 
son for the special session 
call, was hopelessly bogged 
down over the question of re- 
distributing highway user 
tax revenues. 

But Thursday night the 
former governor, Number 1 
adviser to his wife, the pre- 
sent governor, called key le- 
gislators to his office and 
gave them the word in no un- 
certain terms—‘“get the bill 
moving.” 

It was particularily pain- 
ful to the rural members, 
since the bills in question, 
sponsored by an urban bloc, 
will reduce the revenues go- 
ing to the smaller counties 
and increase the amount allo- 
cated to the large counties. 

This is a move everyone 
saw coming when the federal 
courts put Alabama on notice 
to redistribue its legislative 
seats. And with that redistri- 
bution in effect for the first 
time, the urban legislators are 
beginning to exercise their 
power in numbers, 

Only the legislative know- 
how of vet House members 
from the rural counties have 
held the big city boys off for 
the first five weeks of the 
special session, 

The urban-backed bills will 
come to the floor this week 
and while House Speaker 
Boykin Fite could conceivably 
hold them up with adverse 
rulings from the chair, it is 
not likely although his home 
county of Marion would lose 
in the proposed reallocation 
of funds, 

A small but determined 
group of small county legis- 
lators may delay final House 
passage for a _ while with 
parliamentary tricks. But fili- 
bustering in the House is not 
as easy as it is in the Senate. 
They will eventually have to 
bow to the larger numerical 
strength of the urban block. 

It may be a different ques- 
tion in the Senate which 
could conceivably start debat- 
ing the bills next week. Rur- 
al legislators dominate the 
Finance and Taxation Com- 
mittee which must first pass 
on the House bills. 

Here Wallace may also 
have to apply the political 
thumbscrews to get the biils 
out and the ease with which 
they pass will indicate how 
effectively he used his great 
power. 

When the bills get to the 
floor, however, there may 
well be a determined bid to 
block their passage. Several 
senators have been heard to 
say that they would never 
vote to kill the farm-to-mark- 
et road program, which this 
particular package of bills 
would do. And a small, but 
determined band of Senators 
could easily hold the thing up. 

The important thing now 
is time. There are three more 
weeks the special session 
could meet before giving way 
to the regular session, which 
must start on May 2, And if 
the bond issue is not passed 
by that time, it will have to 
start all over again in the 
House, since no business of 
a special session can be car- 
ried over. 

Under the urban-backed 
package, efferson County and 
its municipalities would re- 
ceive an annual appropriation 
of $6.8 million. Mobile would 
get $3.5 million and Mont- 
gomery $1.8 million. 

Shelby County would get 
$625,464. 

At present, each county

Editor, The Reporter 
In examining the status of 


jlibraries in Alabama, in con- 
nection with my chairmanship 
of National Library Week in 
1967 in the state, I have dis- 
covered a fact so startling 
that I can only suppose that 
you and your readers will 
find it equally startling. 
Even when that vital, scarce 
ingredient, money, is availa- 
ble, our libraries connot find 
professional librarians to fill 


’ . 
vacancies! 


As an example, the director 
of the Birmingham Public- 
Jefferson County Free Libra- 
ry recently stated that of 150 
employees he had at the time, 
‘only nine were trained librar- 
‘ians. And yet at that time 
there was enough money to 
employ much-needed profes- 
‘sional help, “but the librar- 
ians are simply not available,” 
he pointed out. 

The librarian shortage ex- 
ists because very, very few of 
our talented young people in 
Alabama have considered li- 
brary careers. WHY? Because 
they are not aware of the vast 
career opportunities which 
exist in today’s dynamic libra- 
ry field, and because they do 
not realize that salaries of 
librarians have climbed re- 
markably in recent years. 

Librarianship today no 
more resembles librarianship 
of 25 years ago than today’s 
satellites in space resemble 
jthe propeller-driven planes 
that sustained our armed for- 
ces at the beginning of World 
|War II, 25 years ago. As in 
all other fields today, librar- 
ies also need specialists — 
chemical librarians, commerce 
librarians, medical librarians, 
legal librarians, art librarians, 
music librarians, engineering

The board, meeting in ex- 
ecutive session without pro- 
test from press and radio peo- 
ple on the scene, went through 
some stormy and agonizing 
moments before Board Chair- 
man Eugene Abercrombie and 
D. B. Smith emerged at mid- 
night and sought a telephone, 
obviously to inform Herold of 
the board's action. 

The press and some 75 to 
100 citizens, who had waited 
anxiously throughout the 
maraton meeting ,were invited 
into the council chamber to 
hear the announcement from 
Abercrombie, 

The board—and bystanders 
as well—had been stunned 
several hours earlier when 
Ronald E. Short, director of 
laboratories at the hospital, 
submitted his resignation, 

Short had been a central fi- 
gure in the hospital's first 
public controversy in several 
years when last fall he was 
fired hy Herold, only to be re- 
instated by the hoard. 

Friday night, Short met 
privately with the board for 
ahout 15 minutes. The press 
and a delegation of citizens 
designated by Short were in- 
vited to hear his statement. 

He asserted that he was re- 
signing “to break up this 
logjam,” and “in the best in- 
terests of the hospital, myself 
and my family.” 

He said that he carried with 
him letters of recommenda- 
tion both from the Hospital

8. There is evidence that 
the management is very slow- 
ly making progress in recruit- 
ing qualified personnel in that 
the nursing department is 
staffed about 50 percent some 
twenty-five days after the 
walkout. 

4. There is strong evidence 
that the governing board in 
the past has not supported the 
administration in personnel 
problems, but does in this 
crisis. 

5. There is evidence of inef- 
fective and/or inadequate li- 
aison between the medical 
staff and the governing board. 

6. There is evidence of in- 
effective and/or inadequate 
liaison between the adminis- 
tration and nursing staff, 
which may have contributed 
to the present situation of 
mass resignations of nursing 
personnel. 

7. There is evidence of un- 
usually frequent turnover in 
the position of Director of 
Nursing, indicating an appar- 
ent serious administrative 
problem for several years, 

8. There is evidence of a 
need for urgent settlement for 
a number of reasons, one of 
which is the steady deteriora- 
tion of the hospital's financial 
situation, according to state- 
ments by the Board chairman 
and the administrator. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


1. The administrator should 
make personal contact with 
each person who walked off 
the job in an effort to offer 
reinstatement with full senior- 
ity benefits provided the re- 
employment of each person is 
consistent with the best inter- 
ests of the hospital and the 
community. 

2. The governing board 
should establish personnel 
policies and let the adminis- 
trator carry out those policies 
without undue interference, as 
has seemingly occurred on at 
least one occasion in recent 
months. 

3. There should be more ef- 
fective functioning of the 
Joint Conference in an effort 
to improve liaison between the 
medical staff and the govern- 
ing board, 

4. With reference to Con- 
clusions No, 6 and 7, it is felt 
that more attention and con- 
sideration be given the selec- 
tion of a Director of Nursing 
who can effectively lead her 
employees and _ adequately 
represent them to the admin- 
istration. 

5. It is felt the present sit- 
uation was brought about by 
a marked absence of commun- 
ications on all levels, and that 
appropriate corrective actions 
are indicated.

The Most 
Important Word 


A short time before Dr. L. 
N. Duncan, president of Au- 
burn died, he wrote out his 
message to the graduating 
class of 1947. He did not live 
to personally deliver the mes- 
sage, but in August, when the 
seniors finished their scholas- 
tic requirements, they receiv- 
ed his words amid a hushed 
and solemn silence. 

Dr. Duncan’s last message 
to the graduates asked the 
question, if they knew “the 
weet important word in the 
world.” Perhaps, he said, they 
did not learn the word in col- 
lege. They may have learned 
it before. They may not learn 
it until many years after 
graduation. They may never 
learn it, If they fail to learn 
it, their lives will be failures. 
The word was CO-OPERA- 
TION.” 

It is an important word. 
Whether it is the most impor- 
tant word is debatable. Henry 
Drummond, a Scottish philos- 
opher, wrote that “Love”—in 
the Christian sense, was the 
world’s most important word. 
William Booth, founder of the 
Salvation Army, thought it 
was “Others”—But one can 
hardly over estimate the im- 
portance of CO-OPERATION. 

It is three “working toge- 
ther” (co-operation) that hap- 
piness and success most of- 
ten comes. We live with other 
people. We must work toge- 
ther with other members of 
the family group and with 
business asscciates. Families 
must cooperate or failure is 
inevitable. And, in these later 
days, nations must work to- 
gether or Peace cannot ever 
be realized. 

So, Dr. Duncan did right in 
emphasizing “Co-operation” in 
his last message to the grad- 
uates. He did not know it 

‘ould be his last message, but 
¥: could hardly have chosen 
a more appropriate one. 

Coming together, working 
together, and keeping toge- 
ther, will accomplish anything 
we undertake in this commun- 
ity, Let’s declare full cooper- 
ation on matters and things 
now on the agenda for future 
achievement, which, if carried 
out, will be beneficial to all 
concerned,

One of the most closely guarded secrets in the 
history of Shelby County was disclosed this week when 
the Western Electric Co., through the office of Gov. 
Lurleen Wallace, announced plans to build a tremen- 
dous distribution center on U. S. 31 in Shelby County 
near the Jefferson County line.

The exact location of the 
site is a 25-acre tract in the 
northeast corner of the inter- 
section of Valley Dale Road 
(Shelby County Highway 17) 
and U. S. 31, just a few hun- 
dred yards north of J. C. Ac- 
ton American service station. 


COST $100,000 


The parcel is being bought 
from P. L. Wright, of Bir- 
mingham, at a cost of about 
$100,000. 

It is a part of the LE.N. 
Johnson estate, purchased 
from Miss Fannie Johnson in 
1946 when comparable land 
was selling for around $20 to 
$30 an acre. 

The announcement came fol- 
lowing a meeting between the 
governor and Daniel Chin- 
lund, Southern region general 
manager for Western Elec- 
tric, and Frank Newton, Sou- 
thern Bell vice president. 


SUPPLY UNIT 
Western Electric is the 
manufacturing and_ supply 


unit of the Bell System. The 
80,000 square foot distribu- 
tion center will provide ware- 
housing facilties for telephone 
products and equipment used 
by Southern Bell in its Ala- 
bama operations. 

Design and construction of 
the building will be handled 
by Western Electric Plant De- 
sign and Construction organ- 
ization in New York. 

When completed, the dis- 
tribution center is expected 
to employ in excess of 60 peo- 
ple. Western Electric current- 
ly employs some 335 Alabam- 
ians. 

Officials refused to com- 
mit on the cost of the build- 
ing or when construction will 
begin, but a newsman with 
big ears gets the impression 
the facility will be one of the 
biggest industrial investmefts 
in the county. 

And the fact that Western 
acquired 25 acres — far more 
land than would be required 
for the present facility — in- 
dicates that something else 
may be in store for the long- 
range future.

SEPARATE COMMITTEE 


The principal controversy 
over the establishment of an 
Ethics Committee centered 
around whether a separate 
committee should be set up 
or whether the powers of the 
present Committe of House 
Administration should be 
broadened, There was general 
agreement that the Adminis- 
tration Committee — the so- 
called housekeeping commit- 
tee of the House — does not 
presently have the authority 
to investigate the official con- 
duct of House members, 

There was also some disa- 
greement over whether the 
new committee should be a 
select or standing committee. 
A select committee expires at 
the end of each Congress and 
therefore would have to be 
extended every two years. 
The House Rules Committee, 
after extensive hearings on 
the matter, determined that 
the committee should be per- 
manent, and the members of 
the House, by approving the 
resolution, agreed, Therefore, 
the new Committee on Stand- 
ards of Official Conduct will 
enjoy permanent status and 
will be the 21st standing com- 
mittee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, 


PRESENT POWERS 


The effectiveness of the 
new committee, of course, will 


c depend, in large measure, on 


what rules and enforcement 
machinery are established, At 
the present time, the House 
has the power to censure or 
otherwise punish and even to 
expel a member for miscon- 
duct, or, as in the case of 
Adam Clayton Powell, to re- 
fuse to accept a person tor 
membership in the House, 
Such action is extremely rare, 
because members 
who have abused their privil- 
eges are usually eliminated 
by the voters from their own 
districts. 

Needless to say, this re- 
medy was noticeably absent in 
the Powell case, for it is clear 
that Powell’s constituents are 
not concerned over the charg- 


- |es made against him. This fact 


became even more. evident 


High-| When Powell was re-elected

last week to his old seat — 
winning approximately 86 
percent of the vote in his dis- 
trict. Powell received this 
remendous majority, despite 
the fact he was unable to 
compaign in his district be- 
cause of court order for his 
arrest was pending.

One of the most convincing 
arguments in favor of this 
new committee is the need 
to restore,the confidence of 
the American people in the 
integrity of the Congress.

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Rural Legislators 
Draw Line in Dust

MONTGOMERY — The impasse on the realloca- 
tion of state revenues among Alabama counties came 
to an ugly turn late last week with rural legislators 
drawing a line in the dust and daring their city col- 


leagues to step over it. 


But for their part, the big/ senators to get the cloture 
city boys were drawing their rule invoked to shut off de- 


own line and they feei more 
secure behind it, perhaps, than 
the small county faction feeis 
behind its line. 

PACKAGE 

One big-city House member 
said on Friday that his group 
was pledged to stand by a 
House-passed package of bills 
even if it meant no bond is- 
sue in this special term. And 
he said they were prepared 
to block passage of any le- 
gislation in the regular term 
until they get the realloca- 
tion measure passed. 

This would mean no action 
on the biennial budget, no 
action on the appropriations 
bill. If things come to that 
eventuality, then things are 
indeed in very bad shape. 

But cooler heads in both 
houses say that the thing 
won't go that far because the 
administration is determined 
to get this bond issue passed. 

Ex-Gov. George Wallace is 
chomping at a bit, anxious to 
get out on the presidential 
campaign trail and doesn’t 
feel like leaving Gov. Lurleen 
at the mercy of this recalci- 
trant Legislature. 

Then, too, the $160 million 
road bond issue — while most 
of it will be pledged to match 
federal funds on Interstate 
projects — will also contain 
a lot of highway funds which 
can be used in political man- 
euvering in state. 

Last week the former gov- 
ernor used the great power of 
his office, or rather his wife’s 
office, to push a big-city pack- 
age of three bills through the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. Two administration 
stalwarts, Speaker Rankin 
Fite of Marion and Rep. Pete 
Mathews of Clay had to swal- 
low real hard, as did four or 
five other rural members of 
the committee. 

But so great are the admin- 
istration’s powers of persua- 
sion that the bills literally 
popped out of the committee. 

Some diehard rural mem- 
bers made a gallant last stand 
on the floor of the House but 
the outcome was foreordained 
and the bills passed. The ru- 
ral House members kept their 
hopes up on the belief that 
the bills would never get 
through the Senate. 

And their passage ,without 
some amendment, is rather 
doubtful. But the urbanites 
have drawn just as strong a 
line as has the rural crowd, 

COMPROMISE 

A compromise plan was 
drawn up by an urban-rural 
coalition late last week and 
the rural senators agreed to 


go along with it. It would 
give each county a base of 
$590,000 whereas under che 


House-passed bills, some coun- 
ties would have been cut as 
low as $325,000. The urbanites 
quickly killed the compromise. 

Under the House plan, Shel- 


by would receive $825,350 but | 


under the compromise plan of 
the Senate, this would be re- 
duced to $622-000. 

Rep. Tom Stubbs attempt- 
ed to get the House-passed 
auto tag increase bill recon- 
sidered Friday, but the move 
failed before the power of 
the urban bloc. 

The House bills should get 
quick approval in the Senate 
Finance and Taxation Com- 
mittee but the debate on the 
floor of the Senate is ex- 
pected to be warm and acri- 
monious, The question is, just 
how long will the ex-gover- 
nor allow the debate to run? 

VERY MUCH TO SAY 

Of course, he is not suppos- 
ed fo have anything to say 
about it. But as everyone 
knows, politics is politics and 
he has very much to say 
about it. 

By applying the political 
thumbscrews, he can stlence 
a few of the senators who 
might be disposed to filibus- 
ter. And if worse comes to 
worse ,he’ll line up enough 


bate. 

That is an extreme meas- 
ure, but as time draws short 
in this special session, the ad- 
ministration will take almost 
any steps to assure passage of 
a road bond measure, even if 
it does include reallocation of 
revenues to give the counties 
a bigger share. 

CERTAIN 

One thing is certain—if the 
Legislature does not redistri- 
bute the revenues, it won’t be 
long before a court does, And 
the court redisribution would 
most likely be more severe 
than anything yet proposed 
in either house.

Bill 172, which increased 
the fee for a pistol per- 
mit in Shelby County to $5 
has passed the Alabama 
House and Senate and been 
signed into law by Gov. Lur- 
leen Wallace, 

The original bill, introduced 
by Rep. Tom Stubbs, specified 
that the fees so collected 
would be placed in a separate 
“Sheriff’s Fund’ and ear- 
marked exclusively for law 
enforcement purposes and dis- 
charge of the sheriff’s office 
as he sees fit, but that funds 
be disbursed through the 
County General Fund. 

The Senate, however, on an 
amendment by Sen. W. G. 
McCarley, amended the bill to 
eliminate any reference to 
the County General Fund, and 
the amendment was concur- 
in by the House, and 
that’s the way it has gone 
into the statute books. 

The style of the final law 
has the same as had been 
originally advertised in the 
Shelby County Reporter. Af- 
ter the proposed bill had been 
published, Stubbs had res- 
ponded to suggestions of 
many Shelby County citizens 
and inserted the provision 
concerning the General Fund, 
but later the House accepted 
the Senate version.

Creek just off State Road 
No. 139, this property was an 
original grant to James Ma- 
han in 1836. He and his bro- 
thers, Edward, and their fa- 
ther, John Mahan, were iron 
workers and wagon makers, 
who aided Andrew Jackson 
in his campaigns against the 
British and Creek Indians. 
They returned to settle in this 
area after Jackson defeated 
the British at New Orleans 
in 1815. 
BUILT IN 1839 


The house was built in 1839, 
after Mahan sold the proper- 
ty to a man named Aarker. 

It has had many owners 
and residents since it was 
built, but the most famous 
was Gen. Josiah Gorgas, chief 
of ordnance of the Confeder- 
ate Army. He acquired the 
property in 1865, after the 
War Between the States. 

His family lived here for 
several years while he tried 
to revive the Brighthope (Bri- 
erfield) Iron Furnaces. When 
this effort failed, Gen. Gor- 
gas moved his family to Vir- 
ginia, but later returned as 
president of the University of 
Alabama. 

BOUGHT IN 1964 

The young Mahans, Mike 
and Linda, bought the Monte- 
brier” property in 1964. It 
was rundown, having been va- 
cant for several years, except 
for occasional use by hunters 
and campers. 

They put on a new roof im- 
mediately, and cleared the 
place of weeds and bushes. 
Then ,while Dr. Mahan was 
still a student of the Universi- 
ty Dental Shool, they consult- 
ed Bill Arnold, an architect 
friend, and began the renova- 
tion. 

The exterior of the house 
has been kept just as it was, 
plantation style, with porches 
along two sides, and awning 
shelters over exposed doors 
and windows.

Hill Outlines 


School 


All Shelby County public 
schools will be desegregated 
on a freedom-of-choice basis 
under federal court order this 
fall. 

Regulations under which 
the plan will be carried out 
are explained in great detail 
in an official pronouncement 
appearing on Pages 4 and 5 of 
this issue of The Reporter. 

The plan is outlined in sim- 
pler terms in the following 
letter, which is being mailed 
to parents by County Supt. 
Elvin Hill. 


Dear Parent: 

All grades in our school 
system will be desegrated 
next year. Any student who 
will be entering one of these 
grades next year may choose 
to attend any school in our 
system, regardless of whether 
that school was formerly all- 
white or all-Negro, It does 
not matter which school your 
child is attending this year. 
You and your child may sel- 
ect any school you wish. 

Every student, white or 
Negro, must make a choice 
of schools. If a child is enter- 
ing the ninth or higher grade, 
or if the child is 15 years old 
or older, he may make the 
choice himself. Otherwise a 
parent or other adult must 
sign the choice form. A child 
enrolling in the school system 
for the first time must make 
a choice of schools before or 
at the time of his enrollment. 

The form on which the 
choice should be made is at- 
tached to this letter. It should 
be eompleted and returned 
by June 1, 1967. You may mail 
it in the enclosed envelope, or 
deliver it by messenger or by 
hand to any school! principal 
or to the office of the Super- 
intendent at any time between 
May 1 and June 1. No one 
may require you to return 
your choice form before June 
1 and no preference is given 
for returning the choice form 
early. 

No child will be denied his 
choice unless for reasons of 
overcrowding at the school 
chosen, in which case children 
living near the school will 
have preference. 

Transportation will be pro- 
vided, if reasonably possible, 
no matter what school is 
chosen. All transported Stud- 
ents will be assigned to bus- 
es serving the school chosen.

is binding for the entire 
school year and may not be 
changed except in cases of pa- 
rents making different choic- 
es for their children under the 
conditions set forth in para- 
graph I-A of this plan and 
in exceptional cases where, 
absent the consideration of 
race, a change is educational- 
ly called for or where compel- 
ling hadship is shown by the 
student, 

L. Preference in Assign- 
ment, In assigning students to 
schools, no preference will be 
given to any student for prior 
attendance at a school and ex- 
cept with the approval of the 
State Superintendent of Edu- 
cation in extraordinary cir- 


jeumstances, no choice will be 


denied for any reason other 
than overcrowding. In case of 
overcrowding at any school, 
preference will be given on 
the basis of proximity of the 
school to the homes of the 
students choosing it, without 
regard to race or color, Stan- 
dards for determining over- 
crowding will be applied uni- 
formly throughout the sys- 
tem. 

M. Second Choice Where 
First Choice Is Denied. Any 
student whose choice is denied 
will be promptly notified in 
writing and given his choice 
of any school in the school 
system serving his grade level 
where space is available. The 
student will have seven days 
from the receipt of notice of 
a denial of first choice in 
which: to exercise a second 
choice, 

N. Transportation. Buses 
will be routed to the maxi- 
mum extent feasible in light 
of the grographic distribution 
of students, so as to serve 
each student choosing any 
school in the system, Every 
student choosing the school 
nearest his residence will be 
transported to the school to 
which he is assigned under 
these provisions, whether or 
not it is his first choice, if 
that school is at least two 
miles from his residence, Race 
will not be a basis for assign- 
ing students to school buses. 

O. Officials Not to Influ- 
ence Choice, At no time shall 
any official, teacher, or em- 
ployee of the school influence 
any parent, or other adult 
person serving as a parent, or 
any student, in the exercise of 
a choice or favor or penalize 
any persons because of a 
choice made. If the school 
board employs professional 
guidance counselors, such per- 
sons will base their guidance 
and counseling on the individ- 
ual student's particular perso- 
nal, academic, and vocational 
needs. Such guidance and 
counseling by teachers as well 
as professional guidance coun- 
selors will be available to all 
students without regard to 
race or color. 

P. Protection of Persons 
Exercising Choice. School of- 
ficials will take all possible 
precaution and seek assistance 
from appropriate officials for 
the protection of persons ex- 
ercising rights under or other- 
wise affected by this plan. 
They will, without delay, take 
appropriate action with re- 
gard to any student or staff 
member who interferes with 
the successful operation of 
the plan.

SERVICES, FACILITIES,

No student will be segregat- 
ed or discriminated against on 
account of race or color in any 
service, facility, activity, or 
program (including transpor- 
tation, athletics, or other ex- 
tra-curricular activity) that 
may be conducted or sponsor- 
ed by or affiliated with the 
school in which he is enrolled. 
A student attending school for 
the first time on a desegrega- 
ted basis will not be subject

educational programs conduc- 
ted by the school system will 
be conducted without regard 
to race or color, 

IV 
SCHOOL EQUALIZATION 

A. Inferior Schools. In 
schools heretofore maintained 
for Negro students, the school 
system will take prompt 
steps necessary to provide fa- 
cilities, equipment courses of 
instruction, and instructional 
materials of quality equal to 
that provided in schools pre- 
viously maintained for white 
persons. Conditions of over- 
crowding, as determined by 
pupil-teccher ratios and pupil 
classroom ratios will, to the 
extent feasible, be distributed 
evenly between schools for- 
merly maintained for Negro 
students and those maintained 
for white students. If for any 
reason it is not feasible to im- 
prove sufficiently any school 
formerly maintained for Ne- 
gro students, where such im- 
provement would otherwise be 
required by this subparagraph 
such school will be closed as 
soon as possible, and students 
enrolled in the school will be 
reassigned on the basis of 
freedom of choice. By October 
of each year, the school board 
will report to the State Super- 
intendent of Education pupil- 
teacher ratios, pupil-class- 
room ratios, and per pupil ex- 
penditures both as to operat- 
ing and capital improvement 
costs, and will outline the 
steps to be taken and the time 
within which they will accom- 
plish the equalization of such 
schools, 

B. Remedial Programs, The 
school systems will provide 
remedial education programs 
which permit students attend- 
ing or who have previously 
attended all-Negro schools to 
overcome past inadequacies in 
their education when educa- 
tionally and financially feasi- 
ble.

SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION 
AND CONSOLIDATION 
To the extent consistent 

with the proper operation of 
the school system as a whole, 
the school board will, locate 
and design new schools, ex- 
pand existing facilities, and 
consolidate schools according 
lo state recommendations and 
according to the financial 
ability of the Board of Edu- 
cation without regard to race.

A. Faculty Employment and 
Assignment, Teachers, princi-

B. Dismissals. Teachers and 
other professional staff mem- 
bers will not be discrimina- 
torily assigned, dismissed, de- 
moted, or passed over for re- 
tention, Promotion, or rehir- 
ing, on the ground of race or 
color.

number of denials in each

Graceful arches between 
columns and a simple bannis- 
ter give it a hint of the Vic- 
torian style which was to be- 
come 8o popular in the later 
years of that century, 

The interior shows the 
imagination and ingenuity of 
the young Mahans. The large 
two-story living room is re- 
miniscent of the night club 
that flourished for a short 
time at the beginning of the 
Depression, which gave the 
house its name, “Montebrier.”

novation at Alabama College 
several years ago. 

One of the bathrooms in 
the house is furnished with 
widows, lights, and plumbing 
fixtures from a Pullman car 
made in 1910, which was sold 
for salvage. 

The large chimney between 
the family room and kitchen 
was built of stones from che 
foundation of the old furn- 
aces, which were on Mahan 
property. A millstone, said to

Business? 


The above question was 
propounded recently regard- 
ing the newspaper profession 
and we did a bit of research 
work to find out. 

It is a long trek back 
‘through the centuries to 30 
B.C. 

You would not likely think 
at this time that there exist- 
ed a daily newspaper, yet 
records reveal this fact, and 
also that Julius Caesar was 
Sts founder. He introduced the 
daily publication of the news 
of the Roman Senate to the 
people, 

The ‘Acts of the City.’ Em- 
peror Augustus discouraged 
publication of the Senatorial 
Acts, but encouraged printing 
news of general interest. 

In this age of modern mach- 
inery, Linotypes and mechani- 
cal appliances used in grind- 
ing out the news, it is hard to 
imagine the tasks assigned 
the Roman slaves when copy- 
ing the large editions of news, 

However, with Roman 
slave labor, voluminous man- 
uscripts were produced at a 
minimum cost — about 12 
cents in United States coin 
which included the entire cost 
of production, material and la- 
bor. Reading material was 
sold cheaply and Roman Em- 
pire books were plentiful. 
This period is a memorable 
one in the art of literature. 

Yes, it is a long journey 
back to 30 B.C., yet, the im- 
portance of daily and weekly 
recordings of people and 
things has continued to live 
through the ages. 

Interesting? Yes! Why? 
Because, after all, human be- 
ings, with their various faults 
and failures, vices and vir- 
tues, still hold universal in- 
terest. 

A newspaper office, even a 
feural one, brings you in con- 
tact with many different types 
of people and we have found 
them all interesting to study 
and most of them, delightful 
to know.

Just a day before, the ex- 
governor had announced that 
he would run in the Californ- 
ia presidential primary. And 
then he took off on 
the speaking tour which will 
carry him to seven states in 
the next three weeks. 

Back in the winter, when 
the legislative session was 
not yet in deep trouble and 
when a lot of other problems 
were less pressing, Wallace 
talked about a presidential 
campaign and how much or- 
ganization it would take and 
where the financing would 
come from. 

“We could get $10 million 
with just one appeal,” he 
said then, but added that he 
was not going to make such 
an appeal until he had to. 
And there is no doubt that 
if an appeal were made, the 
money would come rolling in. 


LIMIT 


He envisioned limiting do- 
netions to $10, but his cam- 
pain managers talk more 
realistically and  wouldn’t 
turn down donations of $100 
or more. 

What Wallace wants, in this 
regard, is a great out pour- 
ing of small gifts and would 
interpret such a thing as ano- 
ther indication that the PEO- 
PLE want him, although nei- 
ther party does. 

It was mentioned then that 
he might borrow the John 
Patterson slogan from the 
1958 campaign “Nobody 
but the people.” But the then 
governor merely scoffed at 
the idea. 


NATIONAL TV 


He is going to be on na- 
tional television more and 
more as the campaign pro- 
gresses and his speeches in 
various cities in the north- 
east and midwest are going to 
get more and more attention 
from the national press. So 
there will be plenty of oppor- 
tunities to get the message 
across that he wants the lit- 
tle people of this country to 
support his campaign. 

The national Gallup poll 
showed last Sunday that the 
former gpvernor now com- 
mands 7 per cent of the vote, 
nationwide, And really, that’s 
about all he wants.

To avoid damage from 
clothes moths, Mrs. Tidmore 
is having all their winted 
woolens cleaned, She will fol- 
low recommendations for 
treating them before storing 
for the summer. 

Since Mrs, Tidmore knows 
that the clothes moth larvae 
develop throughout the year 
and do most damage to wool- 
ens in closets, under beds and 
in other dark areas of the 
room, she recommends the 
following: 

1, Vacuum woolen carpets 
weekly around edges and un- 
der furniture. 


2. Before storing winter

Alabama 
Cement Mills 
Set Record 


Cement shipments originat- 
ing in Alabama reached re- 
cord level during 1966, accord- 
ing to statistics compiled by 
the Bureau of Business Re- 
search at the University of 
Alabama. 

One of the many industries 
saluted during Alabama 
Industry Days, cement pro- 
ducers dispatched over 16 mil- 
lion barrels of finished port- 
land cement from the eight 
mills located within the state. 

In the U. S., as a whole, 
total cement increased in 
1,966, but at only about one- 
third the rate of increase 
shown by Alabama cement 
production, 

Cost of cement increased 
15 to 25 cents per barrel in 
the South, although cement 
prices in the U. S. have re- 
mained relatively stable dur- 
ing the 1960s in the face of 
rising costs. 

The cement industry has 
been able to reduce transpor- 
tation costs in recent years by 
shipping in bulk instead of 
bags.

All Alabama congressmen have joined in urging 
favorable consideration by the House and Senate Ap- 
propriations Committees for funds for our states ri- 
ver projects — the largest of which are the Warrior- 


Tombigbee, the Coosa-Ala 
Tombigbee. We in the Fift 
ble position of benefitting 
improvement of all three 
The proposed budget for 
fiscal year 1968 which the ad- 
ministration submitted to 
Congress in January contains 
requests for almost $33 mil- 
lion for water resources de- 
velopment in Alabama. 


TO OTHER ITEMS 


In addition to these items 
contained in the budget, we 
had two particular important 
requests for funds that are 
not included in the budget — 
one item for the Warrior- 
Tombigbee system and one for 
the Coosa-Alabama. 

As most of you know, we 
have been working for many 
years—successfully, I might 
add—on the modernization of 
the Warrior-Tombigbee Wat- 
erway. 

The last of five new modern 
locks and dams is being con- 
structed near Tuscaloosa, and 
these five structures are re- 
placing 16 outmoded installa- 
tion. 

There is one other structure 
the John Hollis Bankhead 
Lock and Dam, on the War- 
rior River whch is slated for 
major rehabilitation. The work

During the month of March, 
however, there was a devel- 
opment at the Bankhead 
structure which has indicated 
that the budget request for 
the Bankead lock is too small, 

At the time it was neces- 
sary to stop all traffic on the 
river for 12 days to make 
emergency repairs on the 
Bankhead locks. Needless to 
say, this was a very serious 
situation and the interruption 
of traffic on the river caused 
financial hardship to several 
industries which depend on 
the river for transportation. 

Since the Bankhead facil- 
ity is more than 50 years old 
and had deteriorated badly, I 
suppose it is fortunate the 
situation was not worse. But 
it did become obvious to all 
concerned that we push for 
the replacement of the out- 
dated lock at the earliest 
possible date. 

Therefore, my statement to 
the appropriations subcommit- 
tee emphasized the serious- 
ness of the situation and urg- 
ed that the subcommittee 
members increase planning 
funds for the replacement of 
the present outmoded and 
antiquated locks. 

The administration has re- 
quested $200,000 for advance 
engineering and design, but 
we urged that this be increas- 
ed to $450,000—which, if ap- 
proved, will shorten by one 
year the time required for re- 
placement of the old Bankhead 
locks, 

We also urged the subcom- 
mittee to appropriate all the 
funds requested to continue 
construction of three locks 
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and dams on the Coosa-Ala- 
bama River system—Millers 
Ferry, Clairborne, and Jones 
Bluff. 


CHANNEL FUNDS 


In addition, we asked that 
funds for channel work on 
the Alabama River be increas- 
ed, so that navigation will 
not be impeded when the new 
locks are in operation. The 
lock at Millers Ferry is sched- 
uled to be in operation in 
December of this year. 

Statements concerning the 
Tennessee-Tombigbee Water 
way were also presented this 
wedk to the subcommittee, 
although we are not request- 
ing additional funds for fiscal 
1968. 

As you know, the proposal 
to build this waterway and 
provide a divect water route 
from the Tennessee River to 
Mobile received the final ap- 
proval from the Corps of En. 
gineers early this year. 


$500,000 


After the Secretary of the 
Army endorsed the project, 
Congress allocated $500,000 
to the Corps of Engineers for 
pre-construction planning. The 
first construction work on the 
waterway will be the Gaines 
ville Lock and Dam on the 
Tombigbee River. 

Although we requested no 
additional funds for the com- 
ing year, I expressed our ap- 
preciation to the members of 
the subcommittee for their 
consideration of our past re- 
quests. I also advised them 
that we will be seeking addi- 
tional assistance in the years 
ahead.

Plank Roads 


There are few, if any, plank 
roads left in Alabama. But we 
read an_ interesting little 
sketch about them today and 
the facts indicate that the 
plank road was introduced in 
Alabama in 1849. It had rows 
of oak “sleepers” and the 
foundation was covered with 
timbers eight feet long and 
three inches thick. 

The Greensboro Plank Road 
and tne Montgomery South 
Plank Road were capitalized 
at $50,000 each and operated 
as toll roads. 

In 1849-50, the Alabama 
Legislature chartered 24 plank 
roads, but the warping in 
winter, along with boring in- 
sects and dry rot in summer, 
made the upkeep more ex- 
pensive than the income de- 
rived from the roads, and the 
plank roads soon lost their 
sudden popularity, and people 
had to once again put up with 
dust in summer and the mud 
in winter.

These 2 Bills Make 
A Lot Of Sense

MONTGOMERY—Two bills were introduced in 
the Senate last week which, on the heels of that costly

pst session, and in the 
tated in the current special session, make an awful 


lot of sense. 

Since they do make sense, 
it is highly unlikely that 
either will find much favor in 
either house. 


36-DAY SESSION 


Briefly, they would require 
yeagly sessions of the Legis- 
lature, with a 36 legislative 
‘day session in the odd-num- 
bered years and an 18 legis- 
lative day session in the even 
numbered years. 

The 36-day session would 


have to be accomplished in 84_ 


calendar days, or 12 weeks, 
And the 18-day session would 
have to be finished in 42 cal- 
endar days, or six weeks. 

This means that the Legis- 
lature would have to meet 
three days a week instead of 
the present two, It also means 
that legislative sessions would 
cost a great deal less, Mem- 
bers are paid seven days a 
week while the Legislature is 
in session, whether they are 
meeting or not, 


COMMITTEE WORK 


Seme time is spent in com- 
mittee work but a “legislative 
day” is one on which the en- 
tire Legislature meets as a 
body, And it is unlikely that 
the average legislator spends 
more than three days a week 
at the capital. 

The law currently provides 


that there shall be two 36-day | 


sessions, in the odd-numbered | 
years. And with the two days 
a-week-schedule prevailing, a 
36-day session now stretches 
out to 18 wedks. 

it is highly unliktly that 
that the 36-day session, in the 
odd-numbered years, be devo- 
ted to budget study, debate 
and passage. It would most 
likely produce a more work- 
able and more equitable bud- 
get, and would give each 
member more insight to the 
state’, financial needs and 
the cost of its services. 


JOINT COMMITTEE 


At present, there is a Joint 
Committee on Finance and 
Taxation, composed of mem- 
bers of the Senate Finance 
and Taxation Committee and 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee. This body is sup- 
posed to meet between the 
organizational session in Jan- 
vary and the May regular 
session. 

But this year, and in other 
recent years, there has been 
a special session of the Leg- 
islature going in at that time. 
So this Legislature had to 
take a four-week recess to al-

First Paper 
At SCHS 


We are indebted to a friend 
and graduate of SCHS for 
telling us about the first 
newspaper published in SCHS. 

The date of this initial pa- 
per was Feb. 11, 1920. Homer 
J. Walton, now county civil 
defense director, was its first 
editor. Hazel Morrow, now an 
officer in the First Bank of 
Decatur, served as associate 
editor, and the late Alvin Lef- 
kovits was business manager.

Coosa River 
Valley 


Speaking of historic items 
of interest to Shelby County 
folk, the Coosa River Valley 
is one of the most historic 
sections in Alabama. 

DeSoto discovered the Coo- 
sa and marched down its en- 
tire length, traversing a por- 
tion of the valley in the year 
1540. 

The Creek Indians occupied 
the region for generations 
and it was against the hostile 
factions of that tribe that 
Gen, Andrew Jackson conduc- 
ted his cause in the Creek In- 
dian War of 1813-14. 

The earliest white settle- 
ments were made about 1827 
with the majority of the im- 
migrants coming from Ten- 
nessee, Georgia and South 
Carolina. 


’ Coat of Arms 


We have just read an arti- 
cle regarding Alabama’s Coat- 
of-Arms which we found his- 
torically interesting. 

Did you know that the Ala- 
bama Coat-of-Arms was adop- 
ted by the 1939 Legislature 
and that it is one of the most 
unique in the nation? 

It consists of a shield on 
which appears the emblems or 
flags of the five nations which 
ruled over Alabama during 
the past 400 years — Spain, 
France, Great Britain, the 
Confederate States of Amer- 
ica and the United States. 

The shield is supported on 
either side by a large eagle, 
symbolic of courage. At the 
top of the Coat-of-Arms is a 
tiny model of a ship, copied 
from the ones used by Iber- 
ville and Bienville who sailed 
from France and established 
the first colony of white men 
in the Mobile area in 1699. 
The motto in Latin beneath 
the shield is :“Andemus jura 
nostra defendere’ — We dare 
defend our rights.

Does Our Elastic Plant 
Need a Union Now?

A fireman visited Columbiana last week. 

He didn’t wear a uniform, nor did he have a CO- 
2 kit. But he was here to put out a fire at the Elastic 
Corp. of America plant. It’s a fire that our excellent 
volunteers probably can’t do very much about. 


The “fireman” was David 
Casty, chairman of the board 
of Chelsea Industries, which 
owns the $2 million ECA plant 
in Columbiana. 


“SOS” SIGNAL 


Casty came in answer to an 
“SOS” signal growing out of 
unrest and dissatisfaction 
among ECA employees, which 
has turned into a serious ef- 
fort to unionize the plant. The 
union under consideration is 
the United Textile Workers of 
America. 

It is understood that Casty 
went into round-the-clock dis- 
cussions with Joe Murray, 
generai manager of the local 
plant, other members of the 
administrative staff and rank- 
and-file employees, 

After three days of analyz- 


ing the situation, Casty met 
with local business leaders to 
discuss the situation. 

About 30 gathered at the 
City Hall to hear his story, 


“TRUE CONFESSION” 


Casty impressed your editor 
and other listeners with what 
appeared to be a _ sincere 
“true confession, good for 
the soul.” 

He said the management of 
the plant had in fact failed to 
fully recognize complaints and 
grievances from employees, 

He expressed absolute con- 
fidence in Murray, and urged 
the city fathers to “Give Joe 
a second chance,” 


UNHAPPY SHIP 
In acknowledging that the 


local plant has been a some- 
what unhappy ship, Casty 
pointed out that the operation 
has experienced growing pains 
since Murray assumed direc- 
tion of the operation last July. 
In this time, the plant has 
almost doubled in capacity 
and volume of production. 

In the past year, the invest- 
ment in the plant has been in- 
creased from $1.2 million to 
$2 million. Employment has 
increased from about 130 to 
about 225. The annual payroll 
is approaching $1 million, and 
that figures out to about 
$20,000 a week. 

The plant management has 
had massive problems with 
finding and training new per- 
sonnel, and installing and 
putting into operation new 
equipment . . . all in the face 
of critical delivery schedules 
on war production items. 


Casty impressed listeners 
with his frankness and his 
forthright analysis of prob- 
lems existing at the plant.

MONTGOMERY — The hearings on the educa- 
tion budget revealed that state educators are perhaps 
too optimistic and the Revenue Department perhaps 


too pessimistic. 


But one glaring fact shines 
through, and that is that the 
money tree has been stripped 
of ail its leaves, and if the 
state’s schools ever get any 
more money than they’re get- 
ting now, it will have to come 
through a tax increase. and If 
they ever get any more cap- 
ital outlay funds, those funds 
will have to come through a 
bond issue. 


BIG SURPLUS 


Tie big surplus in the edu- 
cational trust fund was built 
up largely through that one- 
cent increase in the sales tax 
in the first year of the Wal- 
lace administration, That and 
a real period of boom in the 
economy.

REDUCTION IN REVENUE 


And with the federal gov- 
ernment about to place a six 
per cent surtax on income, 
that means a reduction in 
revenue from state income 
tax. That’s because what you 
pay the U. S. is deductible 
on your state return, 

State educators admitted 
last week that they don't 
know where the money is 
coming from and they would 
rather think that that’s not 
their concern. But it is of 
very great concern to the Le- 
gislature and to the adminis- 
tration which must somehow 
pay the bills for an ever-grow- 
ing and ever more costly list 
of government services. 

In talks with legislators 
over the past two weeks, there 
seem to be a growing seni- 
ment to use a law already on 
the books to collect more re- 
venue. That’s the ad valorem 
tax law, and on all hands one 
hears more and more talk 
about the need for equlizaticn 
of taxes on property. 


JOINT COMMITTEE 


A joint legislative commit- 
tee is studying that knotty 
problem at this time and will 
report soon on their studies 
and give some recommenda- 
tion. Don’t be surprised if 
your annual taxes down at 
the courthouse zoom upward 
in the next year or so.

Tt is a fact of life that 
there was a serious shortage 
of jobs before the business and 
civic leaders of Columbiana 
succeeded in bringing the 
elastic plant here. 


Since then the plant has 
grown to its present volume 
constituting a payroll of 
$20,000 a week and with pos- 
sibility of further expansion 
in the near future. 


RISK 
Most businessmen in non- 
unionized industries pref>r 


not to locate in areas of la- 
bor unrest, because they don’t 
want to run the risk of hav- 
ing to deal with unreasonable 
demands that would increase 
production costs and place 
them in an unfavorable com- 
petitive position, 

This would be especially 
true of a young company just 
trying to get established. 

No doubt the fact that there 
was no union in Columbiana 
was a factor in the location 
of the elastic plant here in the 
first place. 

Here are some _ thoughts 
published in another Southern 
town when it was faced with 
a similar situation recently: 

The union will be good for 
everybody concerned only if 
it helps to create more jobs, 
which mean better pay and 
opportunities for advance- 
ment. 

The union will be bad for 
everybody concerned if it 
hinders the economic growth 
of the area. 

Non-union labor and friend- 
ly, cooperative people are 
one of the strongest attrac- 
tions small towns have for 
industries interested in open- 
ing plants in the South.

Public opinion made itself 
felt in behalf of the nurses 
at Shelby Memorial Hospital, 
and is always likely to come 
to the aid of any downtrod- 
den group.

Father’s Day 


“Dad”"—the backbone, which 
might be termed the pocket- 
book of families, and usually 
right there when needed—will 
have “His Day” on June 18. 
Forget not to express your 
appreciation for him! 

Several people have asked 
how this special day honoring 
fathers came about, After a 
bit of research, we came up 
with the following: 

In 1909, Mrs, John Bruce of 
Spokane, Wash., decided that 
fathers should be honored like 
mothers, So, she wrote a let- 
ter to the Spokane Ministerial 
Assn., and asked that a Sun- 
day in June each year be set 
aside as Father's Day. 

The Spokane preachers 
agreed to proclaim Father's 
Day, and set aside June 6, 
1910. 

The rest of the world, 
though, failed to follow suit. 

However, in 1911, Chicago 
started a Fatheps Day. And 
Vancouver, Wash., also be- 
lieving the plan their own, be- 
gan paying annual tributes 
to fathers, 

President Coolidge in .1920- 
congratulated Harry Week on 
“his” idea of yearly honoring 
fathers. 

Coolidge wrote: “It will 
create more interesting rela- 
tions between fathers and the 
children and impress upon fa- 
thers the full measure of 
their obligations.” 

However, President Wilson 
aready had put executive ap- 
proval on Father’s Day as 
from Washington, D.C. he 
pressed a button that unfurled 
a flag on a platform in Spo- 
kane, just in honor of Dad. 

Twice bills went before Con- 
gress, setting out a legal na- 
tional day for fathers, and 
twice bills were defeated. A 
third attempt was successful. 
And so June 17, 1934, became 
the first American Father’s 
Day. 

Since then, fathers annually 
have received gifts and have 
been awarded words of thanks 
by sons, daughters, friends, 
preachers, indeed, everyone. 

Roses remain the flower of 
the day except in Wilkens- 
burg. Pa, There in 1924 the 
Martin W., Calliner Bible Class 
adopted the dandelion for Fa- 
ther’s Day because “the more 
it is trampled on the more it 
grows.” 

You can’t really say in just 
one day in June all that fa- 
thers deserve, but it will be 
appropriate on June 18, 1967, 
to give them some remem- 
brance and let them know 
they are appreciated and that 
they are — at least — “King 
for the Day.”

Father’s Day 


“Dad"—the backbone, which 
might be termed the pocket- 
book of families, and usually 
right there when needed—will 
have “His Day” on June 18. 
Forget not to express your 
appreciation for him! 

Several people have asked 
how this special day honoring 
fathers came about, After a 
bit of research, we came up 
with the following: 

In 1909, Mrs, John Bruce of 
Spokane, Wash., decided that 
fathers should be honored like 
mothers, So, she wrote a let- 
ter to the Spokane Ministerial 
Assn., and asked that a Sun- 
day in June each year be set 
aside as Father's Day. 

The Spokane preachers 
agreed to proclaim Father's 
Day, and set aside June 6, 
1910. 

The rest of the world, 
though, failed to follow suit. 

However, in 1911, Chicago 
started a Fathegs Day. And 
Vancouver, Wash., also be- 
lieving the plan their own, be- 
gan paying annual tributes 
to fathers, 

President Coolidge in ,1920- 
congratulated Harry Week on 
“his” idea of yearly honoring 
fathers, 

Coolidge wrote: “It will 
create more interesting rela- 
tions between fathers and the 
children and impress upon fa- 
thers the full measure of 
their obligations.” 

However, President Wilson 
aready had put executive ap- 
proval on Father’s Day as 
from Washington, D.C., he 
pressed a button that unfurled 
a flag on a platform in Spo- 
kane, just in honor of Dad, 

Twice bills went before Con- 
gress, setting out a legal na- 
tional day for fathers, and 
twice bills were defeated. A 
third attempt was successful. 
And so June 17, 1934, became 
the first American Father’s 
Day. 

Since then, fathers annually 
have received gifts and have 
been awarded words of thanks 
by sons, daughters, friends, 
preachers, indeed, everyone. 

Roses remain the flower of 
the day except in Wilkens- 
burg. Pa. There in 1924 the 
Martin W., Calliner Bible Class 
adopted the dandelion for Fa- 
ther’s Day because “the more 
it is trampled on the more it 
grows.” 

You can’t really say in just 
one day in June all that fa- 
thers deserve, but it will be 
appropriate on June 18, 1967, 
to give them some remem- 
brance and let them know 
they are appreciated and that 
they are — at least — “King 
for the Day.”

Wilton Starts 
Twice-a-Week 
Garbage Pickup 


Beginning June 1,. residents 
of Wilton will join those of 
Columbiana, Calera and Mon- 
tevallo who for some months 
have received twice-a-week 
garbage collection. 

These arrangements were 
accomplished through  con- 
tractural agreements by the 
respective town governing 
bodies, 

Wilton Mayor Kendrick and 
his councilmen found that 
for a modest fee of $1 per 
residence per month the ser- 
vice could be initiated. Twice 
a-week pickup is the mini- 
mum frequency recommended 


by the Countywide Refuse 
Committee. 
Several months ago the 


Helena council members took 
a big step forward in con 
tracting for once-a-week pick- 
up on a trial basis. This ar- 
rangement will probably be- 
come permanent on a twice-a- 
week basis. 

The Shelby County Board 
of Revenue has again realized 
the growing need of improve- 
ment in this field and provid- 
ed a full-time operator with a 
modern machine for landfill 
operations at the Calera land- 
fill site, where refuse from 
the above sources plus other 
areas is being covered daily 
in a sanitary fashion, 

At present there is one oth- 
er sanitary landfill in opera- 
tion within the county on a 
commercial basis. It is located 
near the old Paramount Mine 
in the northwest section of 
the county. All other towns 
and residents are urged to use 
one of these disposal sites, 
according to L. H. King, 
county sanitarian,

MARVEL, May 29 — In a 
few days, Andrew Luverne 
Roy would have had to tell his 
loved ones good-bye and leave 
home for the steamy jungles 
of Vietnam. 

But a drowning accident 
carly today claimed the life of 
the 22-year-old soldier. 

Roy, at home on a final 
30-day leave before departing 
for combat duly in Vietnam, 
drowned about 9 a.m. near 
here where Black Creek feeds 
into the Cahaba River. 

His death was termed an 
accidential drowning hy Bibb 
County Coroner Jack E. Lee. 

His father, with whom he 
fished out of a boat when the 
mishap occurred, was in a 
state of shock, unable to talk 
much with the authorities, 

Fell From Boat 

Coroner Lee said he learned 
the youth fell backwards out 
of the boat when he tried to 
dodge a wasp’s nest in a limb 
overhanging into the water.

His father 
tried to rescue him and jump- 
ed into the water to pull him 
out.

Propaganda is an integral part 
of politics; selling your man, 
downgrading the opposition. 

So, when we hear the ex- 
pression, “Wallace can’t win”, a 
person may be forgiven if he 
turns it around, thinks maybe 
what is meant is that George Wal- 
lace can win. 

Fact is, he can. There is an 
extraordinary parallel to the pres- 
ent situation, one that bears 
examination for, once upon a 
time, a man who “couldn't win”, 
did win. 

That man was Abe Lincoln, in 
1860. 

Here is the history: The Re- 
publican party grew out of a 
group that called themselves Black 
Republicans that had, in turn, 
grown out of those who called 
themselves Abolitionists. 

In 1840, the Abolitionists put 
up a forgotten presidential candi- 
date who polled, nationwide, 
about 7,000 votes. Twenty years 
later, as the Republican party, 
the erst-while Abolitionists polled 
1,866,352 votes and elected a 
president, winning the electoral- 
college votes of every State out- 
side the South, save New Jersey. 

Pretty good, right? 

There is more to it than that: 
Lincoln, in 1860, was one of 
four major candidates. The three 
who opposed him, combined, 
polled 944,149 more votes than 
did the rail splitter. That is, the 
three losing candidates polled 
2,810,501 votes. Thus, Lincoln 
was elected president by less 
than 40 per cent of the popular 
vote.

Do you see the parallel? Per- 
haps it is vague. 

Here: The burgeoning emo- 
tional issue, today, lies with 
George Wallace. Moreover, the 
Democratic party is about to 
fissure again; you have heard of 
the New Left, I take it. And the 
Republicans — as the Constitu- 
tion-Unionists of another day — 
are without any clear image. Who 
knows what the Republican party 
stands for? The Republicans are 
lost, wandering around, rag pick- 
ing. 

Consequently, if this summer 
heats up as the spring maneuvers 
of the Civil Righters seem to 
forecast, and if their activity 
does bring a New Left — Civil 
Rights plus Viet Nam, a la Mar- 
tin Luther King —- Wallace’s 
chances will increase accordingly. 

It is worth recalling, whereas 
the Republicans (nee Abolition- 
ists) received but 7,000 votes 
just 20 years before electing a 
president, those who favor George 
Wallace have a much broader

Bell got 589,581 votes. 

Lincoln, as is obvious, was 
elected because of a split in the 
Democratic party, Douglas and 
Breckinridge, together, polling 
2,220,920 votes, or 354,568 more 
votes than Lincoln received. 

The Republican party of 1860, 
as its antecedents clearly es- 
tablish, was not a party of polit- 
ical principles, as we understand 


It can be said Thurmond’s 
popular vote bears no relation- 
ship to the 7,000 votes polled 
by the Abolitionists in 1840. 
Perhaps. But the 39 electoral- 
college votes Thurmond received 
do bear a relationship to the zero 
electoral-college votes the Aboli- 
tionists got in 1840. It has been 
forgotten, but in 1948, a switch 
of 25,000 popular votes from 
Truman to Dewey (in California 
and Ohio) would have destroyed 
Truman’s electoral-college major- 
ity and the election would have 
been decided by the House of 
Representatives; one State, one 
vote. It was that thin in 1948. 
It may be again.

It 
has been a rewarding exper- 
ience.

The utility firms sued on 
the basis that their property 
was taxed by the state at 40 
per cent of its fair and rea- 
sonable market value while 
other businesses and private 
property owner were taxed 
at an average ratio of 15.4 
per cent, The court found in 
favor of the utilities and their 
assessment rate will be grad- 
uated downward over the 
next three years so that it 
will reach 30 per cent at the 
end of that period, 

At the end of that period, 
it can be presumed, the util- 
ities are going to take ano- 
ther look at other Alabama 
assessments, and if they hav- 
en’t been brought up to 30 
per cent uniformly throughout 
the state, then the utilities 
will most likely seek another 
reduction. 

It does not make sense that 
the state should allow this to 
happen again. The recent rul- 
ing cost the state some $6 
million and another adverse 
ruling will cost that much 
more. But if taxes were equal- 


ized throughout the state at 


30 per cent of market value, 
the state could gain as much 
as $13 million a year in new 
revenue, 

An interim legislative com- 
mittee is investigating ad val- 
orem tax laws in Alabama 
with an eye toward possible 
revisions, But they got start- 
ed late, only after the last 
general elections and it is 
doubtful that they will come 
up with anything concrete in 
time for this regular session 
of the legislature to handle. 
That means it would be 1969 
before any genuine revision 
of the law can be made, 

The committee will recom-

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Automatic 
Tractor 
Demonstrated 


Farmers may one day be 
able to kick off their shoes 
and sit back in an easy chair 
while a robot trator plows the 
field 

The recent successful de- 
monstration of an automatic 
tractor on a Mississippi farm 
marks another step in the 
progress of mechanization. 

Two partners of a planting 
company and an electronics 
professor worked two years 
on the driverless tractor. It 
slows down at the end of a 
row, lifts the cultivating tool, 
turns around and heads back 
in the opposite direction. 

The inventors say it will be 
possible for a farmer to leave 
four or five such machines 
working in the field while 
he takes a coffee break at 
home or transacts business in 
town, 

The machine has three an- 
tennas which feed a receiver 
turned to the frequency of 
wires in the ground. Guided 
the antennas, the tractor lo- 
cates a wire and follows it.

If you 
want the true answer, says 
this writer, go down to the 
Battery of Manhattan over- 
looking New York Harbor, 
Pick out a new comer to these 
shores, preferably a wife and 
mother and ask her your 
question.

You 
will find it there—in her mem- 
ory of the past and her hopes

AMERICA! 
This magnificant bronze 


statue was presented to the 
United States by its sister 
republic of France and was 
formally received, history 
tells us, by President Cleve- 
land. In his address, the Pres- 
ident spoke of the gift as a 
“token of the affection and 
consideration of the French 
people” — and the French 
Minister, M. LeFaivre, said in 
reply that the great figure 
placed at the very threshold 
of the New World would not 
only recall a glorious past, 
but would spread its luminous 
light on the present and over 
the future.”

Age-Old 
Columbiana 


We are reliably informed 
that this year marks the 156th 
anniversary of Columbiana. 
Here are a few historic facts 
which have been passed on to 
us purported to be authentic 
information. 

Columbiana is situated in 
the Coosa Valley and is in the 
richest mineral district of 
Shelby County. Joseph How- 
ard was the first settler fol- 
_lowed by William Aken. The 
“two men, for many years, 
owned lands os which the 
town is built. 

The first courthouse was 
built by Thomas Rogers and 
Judge Joab Lawler was the 
first judge to preside in it. 

The town was first ca!led 
Columbia but was later chang- 
ed to Columbiana when the 
post office was established. 

Among the prominent set- 
tlers of the town in its earlier 
days were Thomas and Sam- 
uel Brasher, Isiah George was 
the first teacher; Dr. Carter 
Roberts, the first physician; 
David Owen, Abner and James 
Hughes, Isaac Williams, Fox 
Rushing, Lewis Sestell, John 
W. Teague, France Genet, Is- 
aac Estil, William Johnston, 
Thomas Rogers, Jesse Roach 
and Joab Lawler, were num- 
bered among the early set- 
tlers. 

There was an iron foundry 
in Columbiana before the Civ- 
il War, and during the war 
C. B, Churchhill operated a 
foundry for the Confederate 
‘Government, It was burned in 
1865. 

The town of Columbiana 
was incorporated to extend 
one mile in each direction 
from the courthouse.

Education Board Ponders 


Federal Funds Cutoff:No 
Explanation From HEW 


Shelby County’s top school leaders were dismayed last week to learn 
that the Department of Health, Education and Welfare had cited the County 
school system as being “in noncompliance with the Civil Rights Act of 
1964.” H. E. W. has ordered federal funds discontinned within 30 days. 
The loss will amount to half a million dollars per year, or $56 per pupil. 


Henry M. Johnson of Silu- 
ria, chairman of the school 
board, says the board has 
filed a plan with thre £ederal 
judges through the State 
Superintendent of Education 
which requires integration of 
school transportation, inte- 
gration of faculty and free- 
dom of choice for students in 
all 12 grades. 

Johnson emphatically de- 
clares, “We are going to do 
whatever the law tells us to 
do. We need the money.” 

The Justice Department 
determines if the county plan 
follows the court order, but 
H. E. W. decides if the county 
has enough integration to re- 
ceive the federal money. No 
date has yet been set for a 
hearing by the Justice De- 
partment.
